London, Aug. 1.—Lord Rosebery 
presidee at a Jargely attended dinner 
of the Liperal League last night, at 
which Herbert H. Asquith, Sir Nd- 
ward Grey. Sir Henry H. Vowler, 
Nichard LB. Maldane and othtr prom 
inent: Liberals were pregent. 

Lord Rosebery, in the courre of a 
Tengsthy speech, dilated upon the re 
cent byeelection for member for the 
Jiouse of Commons to represent 
North Leeds, which resulted in’ the 
elections of Howland Barren, Liber- 
al. Mr. Barran sat at Lord Rose 
bery’s right. 

The speaker characterized the Newth 
Leeds verdict as having greater sig- 
nificance than any single election 
since the hite Mr, Gladstone was first 
returned from Midlothian, and as al- 
most a Vital blow to the prestige of 
the Governnient. Yet Lord Rosebery 
warned his hearers fifty such elec- 
tions as that of North Leeds might 
not turn out the party now in pow- 
er. It showed, however, that the na- 
tion wus beginning to look dispas- 
sionately at the Government's record 
in domestic Iegislation, and to fudge 
with cooler temper than it could 
during the South African war.

The Boethick Indians. 

The Boethick Indians of Newfound- 
Jand, at one time the aboriginal {nhab- 
{tants of the island, can now only be 
counted by one or two skeletons and a 
few skulls, so completely have they 
been swept away. The French employ- 
ed the Mie Mac Indians of Nora Scotia 
to fight against and exterminate them, 
The Boethicks were a peaceable, and 
quict race, given to bunting and fish- 
ing, They uscd canoes made of birch 
rind and of skins of deer, ke the Es- 
kimo cayak, They had no pottery and 
used utensils of birch rind sewed to- 
gether, but they employed soapstone 
dishes as lamps, their form belng sim-

They carved deer and@.walrus horns 
and the bones of the seal into orna- 
ments, which tLey wore on thelr dress- 
es, and ornamented their heads with 
combs. Tho carvings are in triangu- 
lar patterns, and out of the large col- 
lections in the museum at St. John 
there are no two ornaments having the 
same pattern, Their stone implements 
Were more rudely constructed than 
those of the western Indians,

GREWSOME INDIAN CHARM. 


Its Loss Led the Cheyenne Draven 
, to Leave the Warpath. 

Of ail the grewsome things In the 
National museum the necklace present- 
cd several years ago by Captain John 
G. Burke of the United States army 
stands uncqualed ax a: monument to 
Indfan cruelty and superstition. This 
necklace consists first of all of a long 
buckskin cord mide by rolling up a 
Jarge strip of skin nnd sewing It along 
the border so that throughout Sts en- 
tire length It will measure something 
over. an inch In circumference, or about 
a third of an inch In dismeter. This 
eyllnder of buckskin Is covered with 
beadwork: so that no part of the skin Is 
exposed. The beads are sewed on In 
rather tusteful patterns, the colors of 
which are white and blue. A thin buck- 
skin string Is attached to elther end of 
this thick, bead Incrusted’ cord, by 
means of which the cylinder is ted 
about the neck of the wearer. 

Hanging from the underside of this 
necklace and running throughout Its 
entire length are twelve buman fingers 
and several small (int arrowheads of 
pecullar shape and workmanship at- 
tached by buckskin strings. In the 
midillc>of the necklace depend three 
small medicine bags made of the 
tanned hide or skin of human beings. 
These bags contain charm stones and 
other paraphernalia of the medicine 
man. f ? 

The human fingers, forming the most 
couspicuous fenture of the necklace, 
are complete, having been cut off be 
tween the middle joint and the knue 
kle. They have been dried in such 
manner os to preserve thelr natural 
color, Gnger nails, ete, and look nas 
fresh as though they had been re- 
moved only a few hours. 

During Gencral @rook's campalgn 
against the Sloux and Cheyennes. fn 
1876 the Fourth cavalry and a detach- 
ment of Indian scouts under Colonel It. 
C. Mackenzle surprised and stormed 
the chief town and principal strong: 
hold of the Cheyennes. During or, 
rather, after this engazement one of 
the Indian scouts, Baptiste Pourler, 
better known as Big Bat, entered the 
lodge of the chief mediclue man of the 
deserted village, and among other 
things that the inedicine man bad over- 
looked In bls hurried fight. from the 
town the scout found this curious neck- 
lace, Biz Bat gave the necklace to 
Colonel Lturke, who later turned It over 
to a student of Indian religions and su- 





‘) perstitions, and he Jn turn presented It 


to the National muscunm. 

* Subsequently something of the his- 
tory of this necklace was Icarned. The 
flagers were those of famous encmics 
noted for thelr superior courage and 
bravery whom the Cheyennes had 
killed In battle during thelr various 
wars, while the human skin of which 
the medicine bazs were made was also 
taken from the bodies of enemics slain 
in battle, The necklace Is very old and 
was looked upon by the Cheyennes as 
a thing endowed with miraculous pow- 
ers. I'rior to its capture by Big Bat It 
had belonged to a famous medicine 
man of that tribe, who had never al- 
lowed any white man to lay eyes on ft, 
and Its loss put a very sudden and 
abrupt end to the Cheyenne war. The 
Cheyennes tried hard to get It back, 
offering a large sum of moncy and a 
great many horses for Its return, but 
this was refused, anid since then the 
Cheyennes have remained at peace 
with the whites,

He recently exhibited on series of 
photographic plates on which im- 
pressions had been produced) by there 
substances, © Vis procedure has been 
as follows, rays Scientific American: 

A photographic plate was enclosed 
in Dlack paper and ghen covered with 
Yellow paper. After one whole day's 
expostre ty the sunlight no effect was 
Produced, "Chis precaution — proved 
the thoroughness of the protection. 
Then the various metats and salix 
Were placed outside the covering of 
the plate and they produced dark 
stains, 

In order to take photographs of 
objects such as a hand or foot these 
objerts would be pliecd between the 
metal amd the plate and the result 
would be similar to those obtained 
by the "x" rays. | Such substances 
as bone show clewrly through the 
Mesh atul, strrounding tissue, oA 
Photograph can be taken by incans of 
radium in half a minute. 

The property of a new metal is ap- 
Parently of great practical, value, 
The results of the “x"* rays, now 30 
useful in surgical diagnosis, can be 
duplicated by a method much cheap.

San Luis, Obispo, Cal., Aug. 1.—A 
strip of country, 15 miles Jong by 4 
tiles wide, rent with gaping tissures 
anit dotted with hills”) and knolls 
that sprung up during the night, as 
if by magic, a Village in ruins and 
hundreds of people ficeing for their 
lives are the ~ results of Thursday 
night’s svismic disturbance in the 
valley of Los Alajnos,, in the north- 
ern part of Santa Barbara County.

The Latest Dsvelopments on 
Both Sides of the Water. 








Chamber of Commerce In Kingston Con- 
demna Iritish Governmeut For Pare 
simony—Viaaucial As

Kingston, Jamaica, Aug. 2.—Tho 
Chamber of Commerce ‘Thursday con- 
demned the Hritish Government for 
its treatment of this colony, and 
urged that there be an energetic ugi- 
tation for annexation to the United 
States. 

A resolution, — expressing alarm 
over the situation and dixappoint- 
ment\ over the utterly inadequate 
grant to assist the sugar industry 
wax adopted. 

Regrets that Jlis Majesty's Gov- 
ernment had failed to grasp the sere 
fouxness of the situation, as £10,- 
000, offered as’ a loan, is of no ap- 
parent advantage to the*colony, are 
heard on every side. ‘The planters 
have agreed to take no notice of the 
offer. 

Newspapers are printing 
on the annexation question. ‘Most 
of the writers favor this step. A 
federation with Canada is also sug- 
gested.

spoke with a {ull sense of the respon.

BIRTH OF AN ICEBERG, 


The Dramatic ‘Experience of Two 
Antarctic Explorers. 

Mr. C. E. Borchgrevink, commander 
of the antarctic expedition of 1598, 
nearly lost his life by an accident of a 
nature so pecullar that it is probable 
no other man could duplicate the ex- 
perience. At the foot of Mount Terror 
in February, 1900, be landed from his 
ship with Captain Jensen and three 
other men. Then, wishing to take a 
picture of the shore, he sent his boat 
back to the vessel to get a camera, and 
he and Captain Jensen were left alone 
on the rongh beach. Before the boat 
returned a strange and awful thing 
happened. Mr. Borchgrevink told the 
story in the Outlook: 

A roar and a rush, with tremendous 
explosions, shook the bench. The 
thought came to us that the perpendic- 
ular rocks above ts were falling. Then 
we realized what was taking place, 
The mighty glacier immediately to the 
west of us was giving birth to an ice- 
berg. 

Millions of tons of ice plunged into 
the ocean. We could see nothing be- 
yond an immense cloud of rolling 
snow. The water rose from the plunge 
of this antarctic monarch. 1 sang out 
to Jensen, “Now we shall have to face 
the ware!” 

We rushed to the highest point of our 
Nmited beach, four fect above the sen. 
We saw advancing on us a dark green 
ridge with a white crest. I called to 
Jensen to strugwle for dear life. We 
clutched the uneven rocks, with our 
backs toward the advancing water. Al- 
though it could not have taken more 
than seven minutes the time seemed 
long before the water closed over our 
heads. 

Floating upward, scrambling upon 
the rocks, I tore the nails from my 
flesh in my endeavor to keep from be- 
ing dragged out. After the second 
Ware we again felt the rocks under 
our fect, = 

At the place where Jensen 
stood the rock * 38 wet twenty I 
above our heat It was somewhat 
lower when it struck us. Where the 





‘| wave bad struck with full force the 


face of the rock bad been altered, and 
rocks were still falling when the three 
men in the boat found us, bleeding and 
torn, 

Two facts bad saved us. To our right 
a small peninsula of ice protruded 
some fire feet from the rock, and the 
rock itself bent toward the west. From 
the moment it struck the curve of *tp 
mountain rock to the west of us => 
wave took 2 course more easterly than 
where Jensen and I stood.

A Safe Rule by Which to Distinguish 
the Genuine Ones, 

A creat many peraons flatter them- 
selves that they are able to tell a gen- 
une Persian rug from a spurious ma- 
chine made one by touch, but in this 
they deceive themselves. The best and 
surest way to tell a genuine from an 
imitation Persian rug Is the following: 

If one will look closely, one will ob- 
serve that in the genuine Persian rug 
the intricate and complicated pattern 
or design 1s not altogether symmetric 
al, the corresponding flowers, vines or 
feometrical figures of one side belng 
a Uttle out of line, larger or smaller 
or not meeting and pointing with fig- 
ures on the corresponding detail on the 
opposite side of the rug. This is owing 
to the fact that In hand weaving St is 
impossible to obtain perfect symmetry 
of patterns, especially when the de 
signs are as complicated as they are 
on Persian rugs. On the other band, 
Jet one examine closely the machine 
made rug, and one will find the most 
perfect symmetry of pattern, so much 
so in fact that the design looks pos!- 
tively rigid and harsh, This a pretty 
safo gulde, and if observed one will 
seldom mistake an imitation for a gen- 
uine Persian rug. 





* Cultivating Ginger. 

Ginger {fs made a matter of scientific 
culture in Jamaica. It is propagated by 
cutting up small pieces of the root, and 
If possible, rich, col soil from recent- 
ly cleared woods Is selected for It It 
is a great impoverisher of the soll and 
grows so luxurlantly that In a short 
time a little piece of root will spread so 
as to produce nearly a pound of new 
roots. The sets are planted In March 
or April and get to thelr full growth 
about September. 

The roots are dug usually In Jamaica 
in January or February. They are 
washed, exposed to the sun until thor- 
oughly dried and packed In parcels of 
about a hundred pounds eacb. In order 
them more rapldly they are first 
Ided in a little copper pot In order 
to destroy life, of which the roots are 
very tenacious. White ginger and 
black ginger are from the same roots, 
the difference arising from methods of 
curing. Roots for sugar preserving are 
dug while quite young, before the 
stems ore more than fire or six inches 


high.

Littie Swiss ‘Town One of the Qunint- 
eat In Europe, 

When next you go to the Leke of 
Geneva, by all means pay a visit to 
the little known village of St. Legler, 
near by, on the road between Vevey 
and Blonay, one of the quaintest vil- 
lages in Europe and one of the proud- 
est on account of its extraordinary 
adornments. St. Legler and the adjoin- 
{ng village of La Chiesaa are notaing 
more or less than Sliustrated villages. 
They are as profuscly flustrated as 
the modern magazine, for nearly all 
the houses bear on their outside walls 
sone striking picture or comical cari- 
cature from the brush of a great man 
in the village, M. Alfred) Bezuln, a 
painter of local renown and not un- 
known In Paris, says Pearson's Maga- 
zine, 

A house In St. Legler has no use for 
a signboard to tell the world that It is 
an inn, a cycle shop, a forge or a dalry. 
M. Beguln's picture does that. On a 
stable wall ho draws a picture of a 
spirited runaway horse knocking down 
men as he leaps for freedom; on the 
white wall-of the Ittle village forge 
are pictures of men making horseshocs 
for dear life and shoelnz a frisky 
steed; on the wallof the dairy a dairy 
maid balances a pall of milk on her 
head, while scenes of local life, as plic- 
tures of the annual summer exodus to 
the mountain pastures with the cows 
and goats, and caricatures of the local 
bigwigs make a bright picture gal- 
lery of tho village. M. Bezuin Ives In 
one of the most Imposing houses In St. 
Legler, whence he obtains a full view 
of the crooked little village street and 
of the Dent du Jaman towering up in 
tke distunee, For many years past he 
has amused himself by painting the 
houses, and Jn the Orst place he ac 
quired most of Lia skijl and boldness 
in painting In this way. 


HORSEHAIR SNAKES. 


Pecullar UMables of These Threadlike 
Little Serpents. 

The “horsehair snakes” are small, 
flesh colored mites which live princl- 
pally In stagnant water. After going 
through various transformations they 
come to the surface of the water In the 
shape of very slender, purplish looking 
threads. When they reach this last 
stage, they leave the water and werk 
the!r way up the stalks nid iéaves of 
aquatic plants, When opportunity af- 
fords, they attach themselves to the 
feet, legs, wings sid other parts of 
larger Insects, often, as one authority 
states, creeping under the wing case 
of beetles, In the case of the cricket, 
katydid, grasshopper and otber Insects 
of that ilk, whose legs ure hollow, the 
tiny horschalr takes the advantage and 
creeps up the hollows Into the yery 
vitals. 

This accounts for the fat and clumsy 
condition of some Individuals of the 
above named species, single specimens 
of the cricket haying been caught with 
over two dozen of these threadlike 

“snakes” attached to and Inside of 
thelr bodies. After heavy rains, which 
frequently drown crickets and katydids 
which sre welghted down ‘by these 
parasites, the “borschair snake” 
emerges from the carcass of the Insect 
a full edged miniature serpent. In this 
mature state he fs the delight of the 
curiosity seeker and 2 mine of study to 
those who delight to delve In nature's 
bypaths, Those which have been for- 
tunate enotigh not to have been carricd 
very far from water by the Insects 
which they encumbered during Ife 
make their way back to the pends to 
lay thelr egzs. They then wrap them- 
selves around the eggs, which soon 
hatch Into the lttle flesh colored mites 
mnentioned fn the opening. .About this 
tine the parent “snake” dies 0% make 
room for Its progeny.

TRAINING OF HORSES 


CAREFUL HANDLING TO FIT THEM 
FOR CIRCUS TRICKS, 








The Candidnte For King Honors 

, Must Have Special Points Wel De- 
veloped —Worsez Con Ue Conxed, 
Like a Child, but Not Forced. 


“A trainer must possess two qualifl- 
cations before he can successfully ed- 
ueate a horse to do the tricks scen Ina 
¢elrcus—he must possess kindness and 
Perseverance. 

» “A veteran tralner selects bis horses 
with as much care us a society woman 
plans 2 party gown. The candidate for 
the future applause of the circus golng 
people of the world must be handsome 
in color, as near perfect as possible in 
conformation and possess an even tem- 
perament. Ils eyes must be large and 
derold of the least trace ‘of -viclous- 
bess, he must hold his cars pointed 
slightly forward, and he must have a 
sensible looking head, broad between 
the eyes, Horses that lay back their 
ears at the approach of a man, who 
nip. viclously at every passerby and 
whose eyes plainly demonstrate a 
Mean disposition are discarded. A 
traincr will handle no animal of this 
kind, 

> “Once the candidate is sclected be Is 
shipped to the winter quarfers of the 
circus and assigned to a comfortable 
stall in a large, clean, well ventilated 
barn tenanted by several hundred beau- 
ties of bis kind, Good bay and oats are 
bis In abundance, and for several days 
he Js allowed to rest and become famil- 
far with bis surroundings. ‘The trainer 
visits him dally and by speaking kind- 
Jy and occasionally giving the animal a 
Dit of sugar galus his contidence. After 
a time the horse begins to whinny at 
the upproach of the trainer, und the 
J of friendship is thus quickly ce 


“Then comes the Orst lesson. The 
candidate Is introduced to the training 
ring constructed near the barn and al- 
lowed to ‘wander about at wilL He 
smells the sawdust, the pedestals and 
the harness and ropes that will soon 


be buckled about bis body and then, | 


horseclike, Nes down in the center of the 
ring and enjoys a good roll, 


“Next day he {3 Jed around and | 


around the ring for several bours and 
soon understands that he is expeged 
to encircle the ring of his own accord. 
Then a strap Is placed around bis right 
foreleg, and from this strap a rope 1s 
run through barness fastened around 
his body, The trainer. grasps the free 
end of the rope In one hand and a pair 
of lines attacbed to the borse’s bridle 
iu the other. The animal is told to 
“get up, and after the ring Is encircled 
a few times the command ‘whoa’ is 
given. If the horse refuses to obey, a 
quick pull on.the rope draws his leg 
from under him, and he {s forced to 
stop. Only a few demonstrations of 
this kind are necessary to show the 
borse that be must stop when the com- 
mand Is given, é 

“After these preliminaries are satis- 
factorily accomplished the equine pupil 
is tnught to kneel first on one knee, 
then on the other and finally on both, 
All this Is accomplished by drawing 
up the front legs, one at a time, thus 
forciluz him down. His knees are 
padded to prevent Injury, and every 
time he Is foreed down the command 
to kneel is given, and the animal {ts 
petted and reassured with kind words 
until tnally he kneels at the word. 

“It Js in these preliminary lessons 
that a good performer {s made “or 
spoiled. The instructor must be tirm 
and resolute, but kind, always kind. A 
horse Is Ike a child; you may conx 
him, but you can't force without spoll- 
jog bis disposition. The animal quick- 
ly notices any show of ill temper or 
roughness on the part of the instructor 
and resents it by becoming balky and 
obstinate. Blows or harsh punishment 
only make bits worse. You frequently 
lear peoplo assert that animals are 
beaten into submission in teaching 
them tricks. People who say this never 
saw the inside cf the training quarters 
of a modern circus, A horse or any oth- 
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er aniinal conquered In this way is > 


never reliable and Is apt to spoil a per- 
formance by an outbreak of bad tem- 
per, besides belng dangerous to handle. 
“The next lesson for the horse Is the 
art of Ising down and remaining mo- 
tlonless until the word Is given to rise. 
This information {s imparted to the 
Lorse in a manher similar to the kneel- 
ing lesson. An ingenious harness 
makes It possible for the traincr to 
draw the horse down on a soft bed of 
hay without Injuring bim. When the 
horse willlogly Nes down at the word 
of command, he ts taught to sit upon 
Lis baunches and then is gradually 
drilled into the other tricks that nl- 
ways draw applause from children and 
adults allke, 
“It 1s usually an easy scatter to teach 
a borse to stand upon a pedestal, to 
waltz,.rear on bis hind Jegs and march 
in unison with equine companions aft- 
er these simple lessons are thoroughly 
‘Jearned and the borse understands the 
tralner Is his friend and not bis enemy, 
The horse of arerage Intelligence 
Iearps quickly ns soon as he realizes 
what Is required of bim, The malp 
requisite on the tralner’s part Is pa- 
tence, and If a man hasn't got this, 
and lots of It, be had better keep out of 
the business. If be gets excited or im- 
patient and gocs to-bauling the horse 
obout unnecessarily, the animal is sure 
to become uneasy and “fretful, and a 
Uttle experience of this kind will spoil 
him. 
“The better bred a horse fs the more 


| intelligence It has and the more apt itis 


to make a good performer, provided it 
has been handled properly from colt- 
bood. All high bred Lorses, however, 
are nervous and require kind treat- 
ment In erder to Insure good results.”— 
ClevelanNCigin Dealer. 





ROAD-BUILDERS USE DYNAMITE. 


Up-to-Date terpenes in the Temiskaming 
Distriet, 


Colonization road builders in the 
Te:nis,aming district are using dyna- 
mite for the first time for the re 
moval of the stumps; and are enthu- 
siastic in praise of its superiority 
over the older system of *‘grubbing.”* 
Mr. A. W. Campbell, Deputy Com- 
missioner of Public Works, who re 
turned to Toronto recently from* ao 
threy weeks’ visit to the district, 
where he planned and saw the work 
commenced upon forty miles of new 
roads, brought this information with 
him. -**Dynamite,"" he added, ‘does 
away with tedious and laborious 
work in .clearing, and is of course 
very effective.’’ He said that there 
were 800 men engaged on read work, 
and the forty miles mentioned would 
be completed this season. Grading 
machines are also being used for the 
first time, so that the work will pro- 
ceed as rapidly and as thoroughly as 
up-to-date incthods permit. Follow- 
ing previous methods, all -the new 
roads will have a uniforin grade and 
an width of twenty fect, with ditches 
on either side, part of a complete 
system of drainage. “A twofold ob- 
ject is nttained by this system, name- 
ly, substnatial roads and the drain- 
age of the frontal portions of farm 
locations, which is of great assist- 
Ance to settlers in the work of clear- 
ing. No corduroy roads will be built, 
as the initial expense is heavy, and 
they require considerable repair every 
spring. Mr. Campbell says that 
many settlers are going Into the dis- 
trict. The majority are from the 
older portions of Ontario, have 
horses and implements, a little mon- 
ey, and strong determination to suc 
ceed, are putting up good 
ubstantiat buildings.

Mr. Brodrick, the War Sceretary, 
replying, said the members overlook- 
ed the difficulties in the way of pro- 
viding. onc hundred and fifty thous- 
ant horses in an emergency. He 
said the Government — intended to 
probe the charges, but that he be 
lieved some remount officers had been 
harshly judged. He did not believe 
thut Lord Kitchener would join “in 
the vniversal ery against the re 
mount department. 3 

In answer to the War Secretary, 
Jchn Dillon, asserted that Mr, Brod- 
tick’s Vague specch only strengthened 
his suspicions, und he pointed out, 
ox an instance of this, that the Gov- 
ernment had not denied that Major 
Studdart had profited largely 
through buying horses in Ireland un- 
der a falxe name. 

Mr, Brodrick dinied that he had no 
uisposition to purh the Studdurt and 
other investigations, and said the 
Government would go to the fullest 
extremes to convict the perpetrators 
of conspiracy und fraud, 

The vote on the item of transpor- 
tation and remount was agreed to.

Australia’s Stony Desert, 

The great stony desert of north Aus- 
tralia was discovered by Captain Sturt, 
an Australian explorer, In 1813-40. It 
Is north of the river Darling and is 
about 200 miles long and 100 bread, 
consisting of sandy duncs or ridges. 
Its want of trees, except along the 
creeks, gives the country a sterile ap- 
pearance. These ridges were probably 
formed by the joint effect of winds and 
& gradually retiring sea. 

According to Captain Sturt, these 
waters were gradually lost by evapora- 
tion or carried t6 some undiscovered 
sea. The only vegetation, growing scan- 
tily, are prickly acaclas in full bloom, 
all of stunted growth. Water Is scarce 
except In the creeks which are shelter- 
ed, and this is generally brackish. 
Few travelers care to traverse this in- 
hospitable desert. 





Sucking Polsonous Wounds. 
Amonz all people the sucking of the 
wound has ever been considered the 
most effective remedy of immediate 
application for snake bites. In Africa 
a cupping Instrument is employed In 
emergencies of the kind to draw out 
the polsoned blood. ‘The anclents fol- 
lowed the same methods, and when 
Cato made his famous expedition 
through the serpent Infested African 
deserts he employed many savage 
snoke charmers, called “psylli.” to fol- 
low the army. They performed many

Cause of Collisions Mystery. 


The cause of the collision is not 
known, ‘There was no fog whatever, 
and the night was fairly clear. The 
lights of the City of Venice were 
burning brightly. . The second mate 
of the Seguin, W. A. Lavigne, who 
wus on watch, refuses absolutely to 
give any information about the ac- 
cident. ‘"The less said about it the 
hetter,’’ was his only remark, 

The City of Venice, laden with 3,- 
600 tons of ore, was bound to Dul- 
{alo, while the Seguin was going 
north to Parry Sound from Ogdens- 
burg. On board the Seguin all were 
asleep save Lavigne and a watchman 
with him in the pilot house. The 
first mate of the Venice, Sullivan, 
was on watch aboard that boat. He 
ix now jn the hospital. ‘Tho Seguin 
atruck the Venice: fairly amidsitips 
and plowed her way half through the 
boat.

Alt those who were sleeping rushed 
out on deck, and there was a fright- 
ful panic for a time.

OAIRY ANIMALS FOR SHOW, 


Well Known Yreeder Tells Something of 
Fitting Them fer the Mies. 


The modern tendency is to make 
the aniinal conform to an arbitrary 
.Standard of excellence, or scale of 
-points, and its ability to win prizes 
varies dtrectly as do the conceptions 
of the various judges who pass upon 
the conformity to that scale. One 
of the primary requisites of all dairy 
animals regardless of age or sex, is 
Capacity. A judge Likes an animal 
with a large paunch as it. is very es- 
sential in economically converting a 


large amount of coarse feed into 
milk. How can we develop this cape 
acity? 


It is done by feeding coarse bulky 
food, in a manner. best suited to the 
individual tastes of the animals. 
Many have had good success by give 
ing cut or chaffled hay and straw, 
with a mixture of ground oats and 
bran, a little salt, and a handful of 
oil meal, a small amount of the’con- 
eentrates, and all the coarse food she 
will cat. The principal object is to 
make her eat much to get a small 
amount of grain. 

The next thing that appeals to the 
eye of the judge is the temperament 
of the animal, which indicates wheth- 
er or not she is using in the right 
way the food she has consumed. All 
dairy cattle should be free from tend- 
ency to lay on flesh, thin, and under 
condition rather than too fleshy. A 
show anitiul should possess quality 
also, but this to a large extent is 
determined by nature, although we 
can assist by keeping her in perfect 
health, the hair well groomed and 
protected from the sun, which makes 
it harsh and dry. Kerosene should 
never be applied to the hair. Where 
great stress is laid on secretions dis- 
pense with the use of water for clean- 
ing animals, a8 it makes the skin 
appeur pale, 

There is an great diversity” of opin- 
ion umony judges as to the impo 
ance of udder development. Mow- 
ever, when a heifer is developing an 
udder we shoukl help her on all) we 
can, ad the time to assist nature is 
when she is) doing her best work. 
Many advocate increasing the grain 
ration of a heifer at this steye, even 
though sho becomes Neshy, as she 
will svon milk it off ugain. All cat- 
tle should be handled and well broke 
en to lead, It is also good practice 
to teach an animal to stand in a 
position that will show her to tho 
best advantage. 

Volishing of ‘horns and _ hoofs, 
grooming, watering from pails, ctc., 
should be practiced before leaving for 
the fairs, as there are cnough new 
conditions to become accustomed to 
even when greatest care has been 
taken. ‘This may scem a trivial af- 
fair, but many prizes have been lost 
by leading into tho ring u shrunken 
animal which has refused to drink 
from a pail, or a strange tank, 

I would commence feeding about six 
or eight weeks previous to starting- 
for the fairs. Do not hurry or tho 
stock will have reached their bloom 
before the exhibition, Avoid feeding 
corn to show animals, us it is heat+ 
ing to the blood, makes grease in- 
atead of bone and muscle, and upon 
the first exertion, the animal will 
wilt. A dairy animal should not be 
fed heavily on-a grain ration, at any 
“time, as she will bo very casily up- 
act.

Chicago, Aug. 3.—A message of 
reverence and appreciation for people 
who have passed life's meridian is 
contained in this discourse by Rev, 
Frank De Witt Talmage cc ‘the text 
Psalm xcil, 14, ‘*“They sbggt- bring 
forth fruit in old age.’* 

Old age is a haunting spectre. It 
has terrorized the generations past 
more than even the fear of death. 
The most hated and feared of ull the 
Grecian philosophers wns he who us- 
ed to stund upon the strect corners 
of Athens frightening the passersby 
with these solemn words: **You will 
be an old man. You will be an old 
woman."* He frightened’ {hu passers- 
by because most people do not want 
to become old. They are afraid of 
coming to the time when they will 
be a burden to their children and 
their friends. They aro afraid: of the 
time when their earning capacity 
shall cease, for then, in the race of 
life, they will bo jostled and left far 
behind by the speed and the strength 
of the younger generation. ‘They arq 
afraid of the years when they will 
have to walk with a cane or crutch 
or sit in an invalid chair waiting for 
the time when the coffin maker will 
finish their casket and the undertuk- 
cilt_orger their grave to be dug.

Te is In answer to the request in 
this Ietter that I am going to speak 
this morning to the old folks. I will 
gladly try to refute the popular fal- 
Iacy that old age for the Christian 
is merely a time for tears, for physi 
cal and mental pains, and for de- 
pressing helplessness. It was a true 
thing that an aged minister said to 
Jacob A. Riis, the New York reform- 
er, “My son, I am on the sunshiny 
side of sixty, because I am near to 
the glories of heaven.”’ The words of 
my text do not state that an aged 
Christinn’s twilight of life upon 
earth is a gloomy and a sullen sun- 
set. They do -emphatically imply 
that the Jast days of an aged Chris- 
tian's earthly life should be among 
his happiest and most useful days. 
Thoxe days sheuld be compared to 
the time when the orchard’s branches 
are bending under the heavy load of 
the ripened nutumnal fruit, 

The aged Christian is able from bis 
own expericnce to testify of the pro- 
tecting care of a divine Father's 
lave. The difference between the 
testimony of an old inan and a very 
young man is the difference between 
bnowledge and supposition, between 
fact and surmi it is the ¢ Paco 
between the words of a veteran who 
carries the scars, the sword cuts and 
the bullet wounds of many battle 
fields and the words of the ruddy 
faced youth who has not yet won 
his shoulder straps ‘or seen ‘anything 
but the recruiting officer's papers. It 
is the difference between the experi- 
ence of an old pilot of the Ifugli 
river, the most dangerous navigable 
river in the world, who has for many, 
years guided the boats up to the 
wharfs of Calcutta and the experi- 
ence of the cabin boy who has not 
yet learned how to handle the wheel. 
It is the difference between the diag- 
nosis of the old, gray haired physi- 
cian who has prescribed for hundreds 
of fever patients and tho diagnosis of 
the young mpdical graduate who has 
just received his diploma. 

My aged Christian frien, there may 
be other brains just as keen as yours. 
There may be other hearts just as 
willing to inake sacrifice for their 
Tord and Master as yours, but no 
Christina can as powerfully testify 
of the protecting care of a Heavenly 
Father as you can testify unless he 
can truly speak out of his own ex- 
perience saint who is nearing 
the end of life has the clearer view 
of heaven, You can speak about the 
goodness of God from personal ex- 
father spoke to me 
ears before his death by tell- 
ing me this” remarkable incident: 
When he was) a young minister, he 
use! to keep a diary, in which he 
made a record of all the requests he 
made to God concerning matters 
which were then weighing upon his 
heart. By some inishap he lost that 
diary, and he forgot about those 
prayers he had offered. Some twenty 
or thirty years later he found that 
diary. When he opencd it and read 
the many requests that he had inade 
nearly a quarter .of a century before, 
he found out that God had answered 
every one of his’ prayers God had 
answered them with better results 
than even his faith at that time had 
dared to hope. So the aged Chris- 
tian opens the book of memory. As 
he fingers the many soiled leaves of 
that book he testifies how God cared 
for him when he was oa young 
man, Hie testifies how God cared 
for hig when he was middle aged, 
and iNest how the love of God 
is protect and caring for him now 
that he is an old inan.

This view of the workings of the 
tariff is beginning to b: fully under- 
stood and realized in England.

“It .was, I understand, expected 
that.

33. ger cunt. of the total to 55.4 
per cmt. ‘But durary the year 
1897-98, mm epite of vhe preference 
the British importa fell to 24.8 per 
oent. und those of the United States 
increased to 60.2 per cent. For the 
next two years tbere was little re- 
date from oanc-quirter to one-third 
of the dutics, the British imports 
declined to 23.7 of the total im- 
ports and thos: from the United 
States advanord siaghtly to 60.9 per 
cent, All this ~wibile-the actual 
trade of Canada wu» advancing 
rapidly and except during the yeur 
1900-01 the actual value of Lritixa 
imports udvanced year by yeur.

A 
tevision ‘of the preant tariff scale 
in ovr favor would apparently do 
british trade much more good than 
the preferentini treatment under 
tho present scale.”

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Summer Specialties 


Snails, ‘ 

The popularity of the snail as an ar- 
ticle of food is not confined.to I'aris, 
but extends throughout southern Ec- 
rope and some parts of Africa. Dr. 
Edrard, a French writer, in a pam- 
phiet says that 90,000 pounds of snails 
are sent dally to Paris from the gar- 
dens of Poitou, Burgundy, Champagne 
and Provence. Those reared in gar 
dens are fed on aromatic herbs to lin- 
prove thelr favor. Their market price 
is from 2 francs 50 centlines to3 francs 
SO centimes a hundred, while those 
from the hedges, woods and forests 
bring only 2 francs to 2 francs 3 
centimes, The proprietor of one snail- 
ery in the vicinity of Dijon nets over 
7,000 francs annually, 

The snail is reared and fattened with 
&reat care In some cantons of Swit- 
xerland as an article of luxury and Is 
exported in a pickled state, It is also 
eaten as a relish and nutritious article 
of food In Austria, Spain, Italy and ip 
some sections of the United States. 
The Ashantees. and other African 
tribes smoke them abd eat them as 
dally food all the year around. In 
Algeria In the markets large beaps of 
snails are sold by the bushel and the 
hundred as an article of food. Yendcrs 
hawk them in the streets of Cairo. In 
modern Home fresh gathered snails 
are bawked by women from door to 
door. 





Centuries Im Ballding. 

Persons who are disposed to. grumble 
at the length of time required to finish 
public buildings should take heart 
from the example of the Cathedral of 
St. Peter, in Cologne, That structure 
was G32 years In Building. It was ke 
gun In 1248 and was pronounced conf 
pleted in 1890, The great Cathedral 
of Milan was begun In 1386 and was 
not completed until 1805, 419 years lat- 
er. Rostermel castle, In Cornwall, took 
ninety years to build, and one-third 
of that time was employed in excurat- 
{ng for the foundation. The late Lord 
Bute was engaged for over twenty 
yeara in bullding his great palace in 
the isle of Bute, and his successor is 
still at work on it, The palace of the 
Dukes of Atholl, In Scotland, has been 
bullding since 1830, and the work Is 
still going on. In the cases of the oth- 
er buildings mentioned, however, the 
money for thelr construction did not 
come entirely out of the pockets of the 
taxpayera, which, after all, makes a 
considerable difference as to the mat 
ter of looking at it. 


Fer Diabetic Patients, 

In a diet for diabetic patients milk is 
only occasionally allowed. set eggs, 
cream, buttermilk ard all kinds of 
eheese may be taken freely. Tart 
fruits are permitted, ana peaches and 
strawberries may be eaten with cream, 
but without sugar. The swect frults— 
pears, plums, gripes, apples. bananas, 
ete—are forbidden. Koumiss, coffee 
with cream, but no sugar, and cereal 
coffee are the drinks permitted. tea be- 
ing excluded and no wines or Mquors 
except claret, Rhine or other acid va- 
rletica. All vegetables containing sug- 
ar or starch are forbidden, which

PREHISTORIC EGYPT. 


Pref. Flinders iretrie and Sta Have Had 
A successful Penson, 


Professor Petrie ani his compan- 
fons havo had a successful winter's 
work, as was scen from the cxhibi- 
tion at University College, London, 
just optncd to the public. Pr. Gren- 
fell and Dro Hunt had- been in the 
Fayum; tho Profesor, also on be 
half of the Egypt Exploration Fund, 
continued — work in Abyztes, — and 
Messrs. Caulfield and Christic inves- 
ligutcd the Temple of Sety, at the 
vame place, on behalf of the Egyp- 
tian Rescdrch account. Built by a 
Pharaoh who fiourished atout 13 cen- 
turics before the Christian cra * this 
teinple was intendsd> as q funerary 
chapel’ for the Kings of tho First 
Dynasty, whose burial places are 
neer at hand, for ut Abydos we 
come in touch with the carliest age 
of Egyptian history. For the last 
two years Professor Petrie had been 
at) work exploring the almost prim- 
noval site, and some of the results 
were in view. On the table are speci- 
mens cf the sandstene grinders used 
by tho workmen of that bygone age 
to hollow out their skillfully- 
Wrought bowls and Vases of o:mamcn- 
tal ‘stones; on another beads of iv- 
ory, sholls, grevn glazed pottery, car- 
nelian, and garna. 

Not the least interesting objects 
reproductions of two tombs be 
longing to the carlicr half of the 
First Dynasty.

Spokane,. Wash., Aug. 7.—Warry 
Tracy, the notorious outlaw who es- 
caped with Davi Merrill from the 
Oregon Penitentiary at Salem on 
June 9 after killing three prison 
guards, killed himself carly yesterday 
morning alter being wounded by the 
title of one of the posse in pursuit. 

was surrounded in a wheat 
ficld near Fellowes, a station on the 
Washington Central Railrond about 
50 miles west of Spokane, last 
night. Word was sent back to Dav- 
enport, the county seat, and a large 
number of men hurried to the scene. 

The posse, under Sheriff Gardener, 
opened fire on ‘the outlaw and one 
bullet .piereed his right leg between 
the knee and thigh. About 3O min- 
utes after being wounded he shot 
himself with one,of his revolvers and 


@ | his body was found yesterday morn- 


ing after daybreak. The revolver 
with which he killed himself was 
grasped tightly in his,right hand. 
When surrounded Tracy engaged ina 
running battle with his pursucrs. His 
leg wax broken by a bullet and an 
artery bled profusely. He crept Into 
a wheat field and tried to tie up the 
artery. Decoming desperate, he put 
f& revolver to his head and fired o 
bullet into his brain. At daylight 
his body was found, already cold.

Deadly Frussic Acid. is 

Uydrocyanic acid, or, as it is most 

cummonly called, prussic acid, {s one 
‘of the most deadly polsons known to 
animal life. It is a volatile principle 
contained in numerous shrubs and 
trees, chiefly the wild cherry, bitter alm- 
mond, sberry laurel, St. Ignatius bean 
and the peach tree. It ls obtained by 
distillation from ferrocyanide of potas- 
sium by the action of sulphurie acid 
in the form of a light. colorless gas, 
The preparation kept in the drugstore 
is a dilute acid of a strength of 2 per 
cent of anhydrous acid In distilled wa- 
ter, 2 colorless liquid, with the odor of 
bitter almonds. The dose is from two 
to six drops, One-half grain of the 
anbydrous acid fs sufficient to produce 
denth. It is uscd in medicine in cor 
recting diseases of the stomach, also 
In Whooping cough and the last stages 
of consumption, 

It is very volatile, and the fumcs will 
destroy veretable life, causing the 
stems of plants to wither and dry up. 
Its effect on the Jower animals is sim- 
‘lar to its action on man, with the ex- 
ception of the horse and the hyena, 
upon whom it does not appear to pro- 
duce any impression. In fatal doses 
it causes death quickly by paralyzing 
the heart’s action, After death the

PEAT FUEL RIVAL 
OF ANTHRACITE 


OAN BE SOLD AT $4 ,PER TON 
AND WILL YIELD BY-PRO- 
LULCTS WORTH 85 PER 
- TON.

Under the magic wand of science the 
browa peat of the bog 1s to baconvert- 
ed into fuel, wood, spirit, acatic acid, 
ammoata, tar, fibre for papermaking, 
and a brown color for «lye, This is 
what Prof. C. A. Sahlstrom, a Swedish 
chemist, who has resided for many 
years in London, told The Mail vad 
Empire at the Queen's last night. * & 
At a time when $7 atog for hard 
coil is demanded of the qworried house- 
holder his promises are particularly 
tnicresting, for he claims to be able 
to put peat fucl of groater heating 
capacity than anthraciue on the mar- 

ket at $4 per ton. 

Some years ago Prof. Sahistrom hvas 
a partner of Nordenfeldt, tho maker 
of the famous gun, and Inter was tn- 
terested in the preparation of food 
extracts, but at present ts devoting 
all his time to the youduction of peat 
as a commercially practicable fuel, 
and the working up cL the hog pro- 
ducts. ‘ 

In a Word, Prof. Sahlstrom’s conten- 
tion is that all previous uttempts fo 
carbonate peat for fust have either 
destrosed valuable by-products or left 
them in the peat, wiers they reduced 
its valu? as a fuel, while by his giro- 
eas, which is no more expensive, these 
yrounets are saved and tho fuel left 

a better condition. For instance, 
acctic acid and ammonia are chemicals 
used to put out fires, while fibres is of 
little use. The by-products extracte 
froma ton of dry peat are worth: 35. 
A ton of compressed peat occupies 30 
cubic feet of space, while a ton of coal 
occuptes 45 feat. Putting it in another 
way, a ton of anthracite coal produces 
14,200 uatis of heat, while ‘a ton of 
compressed peat produces over 15,000 
ynits. 

The process is equally opplicable to 
sawdust. At present thousands of dol- 
lars ore spent in building destructors 
aad in ryusning them simply to get rid 
of a commiudity which should de of 
great valye. Soft ccal treated this way 
would give off valuabie by-products, 
would be reduced in bulk and would 
become a ‘smokeless fuel. 

One other important frature for Can- 
ada is that this peat product is non- 
sulphurous. and wy)l therefore make 
iron equal to the best charcoal iron. 

A plant is now, working in Spain, 
and in Great Britain a campany has 
ben formed to operate plagts in vari- 
ous parts. 

As to the amount of peat available 
he stales that shoyld Great Britain's 
other supply of fue] be absolutely cut 
off and her consumption of {uel doubl- 
ed, there ts sufficient peat in the Brit- 
ish Isles to laxt for 2,000 years. The 
supply in Canada is probably equally 
large. 4

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WHILE WE SLEEP. 


‘The Muscles and Organs of the Body 
Are Still Working. 

If the organs of the.body cannot be 
said to sleep, neither can the roluntary 
muscles, Witness the phenomena of 
sleepwalking, the postilions In stage 
coach days who slept In their saddles 
and cavalrymen who do It today, in- 
fantry who have been known to sleep 
on forced marches, sentinels who walk 
thelr beats carrying thelr guns in a 
fixed position while they sleep. For 
all we know policemen may do It too. 
People who talk in thelr sleep are fa- 
millar to all of us. Experiments made 
by Spelr, Armstrong and Child on 200 
college students of both sexes showed 
that 47 per cent of the men and 37 
per cent of the women talked in thelr 
sleep. A number of things might be 
proved by these statistics. Of these 
sleep talkers one-half of the women 
and one-third of the men are able to 
answer questions while asleep, More 
women than men could answer ques- 
tions on any subject, not alone that of 
which they had been talking. It bas 
also been found that most sleep talk- 
ers are under twenty-five yeara of age.

One fact about your 
business well lodged in the beads of 
people 1s as good as a score that do not

may be charged the fact that the wo- 
men of Kashmir are not as beautiful 
as they once were. 

The process of taking all the beaut! 
ful girls away, leaving only the ordl- 
nary and ugly ones to continue the 
Face, has lowered the standard of beau- 
ty. Most of the women and girls per 
form fleld labor as much as the men, 
and thelr dress Is of the coarsest and 
plajnest materials, consisting of a gar- 
ment like a’ nightgown made of white 
cotton. There Is no effort to hare it ft. 

The condition of women in Kashmir 
is a very sad one, but one from which 
there does not seem to be any present 
escape. It is a constant struggle to 
lve, without the least hope of any ac 
cumulation or of ever seeing better 
days. 

The men only receive about 5 cents 2 
day and the women generally about 3 
cents, and that will provide only the 
coarsest food.

Usefal Purpores of Nosin. 

There are many useful purposes to 
which rosin can be applied outside of 
those of general practice, -As a non- 
conductor of heat It Is used In the pro- 
tection of water pipes, particularly in 
crossing bridges, where the pipe Is laid 
in the middle of a long box and the 
whole filled with melted rosin, Rosin 
is also used In s¥pporting basement 
floors In machine shops, which may be 
lald over some dry material, as spent 
molding sand, which is carefully lev- 
eled off, and the planking laid vpon 
temporary supports separating It about 
two Inches above the sand, 

Numerous holes about two inches fn 
diameter being borgd through these 
planks, melted rosin Is forced through 
them by means of funnels until the 
whole space fs solldly Olled, and then 
the upper flocring Is Iald upon these 
planks. In case the floor fs subjected 
to shocks sufficient to break the rosin 
it rapidly joins together again In mucb 
the same manner as the regelation of 
foe.

Uo was the cldér son of ths late Jokn 
Maclellan, Jr. Esq., of Messrs, Jchn 
Maclean .& Co., East India mer- 
chants and shipowners, Greenock and 
Glasgow, Scotland, who had a fleet of 
33 East Indiamen (ships) plying b- 
tween tby Cisde, Liverpool and Lon- 
don and Calouttu—also shks that 
sailed ta th: West Indies and Lelize, 
Honduras, where he owned a mahoz- 
any forest. 

ifs left two sons, of wnom the de- 
ceased Was One, anil the olber Dencan, 
and two daughters, Cathrra:, who 
died here three years ago and Mar- 
garet, who was marrixd to W. B.

PO Sree eH 
The practice of Disviiz the bands 


was Insiituted by the early Roman 
rulers as a wark of subjection ax much 
as one of respect. and under the first 
Ceesur the custui was kept up, but 
only for a tine. 

These worthies concelved the {dea 
that the proper homage due to their 
exalted station called for less fatiliar 
modes of obelsance, so the privilege 
of kissing the emperors hand was re 
served naa special mark of condescen- 
sion or distinction for officers of high 
rank, 

No such restriction, however, war 
placed on the emperors themselrvea, 
who, if they wished to confer siznal

GUADALUPE SHRINE. — 


THE MOST DEARLY BELOVED SPOT — 
IN OLD MEXICO. 








Thousands From All Over the Coun- 
try Make Pilgrimages to the Little _ 
Village Each Year—The Story That 
Is Handed Down by Tradition. 


There is no spot in all Mexico as 
dcarly belored as the little town of 
Guadalupe, which is two and a balt 
miles north of the City of Mexico. 

The lttle village has only 3,000 souls, 
but many more thousands visit the 
place on certain days In the year when 
pilgrimages are made .to the holy, 
shrine of Guadalupe. 

Tho 1st of January and the 12th of 
each month the faithful visit this place 
and toll up the hill on which It is said 
that the virgin Guadalupe appeared to 
Juan Diego, an Indian boy. 

According to tradition, Juan was 
trudging over the bill of Tepeyac om 
his svay to the city on the morning of 
Dec. 9, 1531, and as he reached the 
eastern slope of the bill he heard 
sounds like music. He stopped to Ls- 
ten, and at that moment a cloud ap- 
peared and In the mlust of it a beauti- 
ful lady. She told him to go to the 
bishop in ber name and to tell him that 
it was her wish that 2 church should 
be bullt on that spot, where she would 
always be found to give ald to all in 
trouble. Juan Diego hurried to the 
Lishop with the story of the virgin, but 
no attention was pald to it. Upon his 
return home the Indy appeared again 
in the same spot and urged Juan to go 
again to the bishop. 

The following day was the Sabbath, 
and after mass Juan found the bishop 
and repeated the message once more, 
The bishop told him to bring a sign 
from the virgin. Juan saw the virgin 
again upon his return bome, and she 
promise to give bim a sign, which sbe 
did on Dec. 12 as he was going to con 
fession. He passed this time near the 
foot of the bill, where she appeared 
once more, and while in conversation 
with Juon she stamped ber foot by 
way of empbasis, and water fowed at 
once from the dry, barren hillside, and 
two holy wells mark that spot today. 

The virgin then told Juan to climb to_ 
the summit of tbat barren rocky bill 
and he would find roses growling there, 
which he was to gather and. carry In 
his “tilma” to thé bisbop. Juan did as 
be was told and found the loveliest 
roses growing just where she bad told 
bim to search for them. He gathered 
them all and placed them In bis “til 
wa,” 2 sort of blanket. 

When be arrived at the house of the 
bishop and opened the blanket, the 
roses fell to the floor, and a picture In 
colors appeared on the blanket repre- 
senting the virgin as she had appeargt 
to Juan, The bishop fell on his knces- 
in prayer and arose with a promise to 
bulld a chapel on the spot the virgin 
had designated. 

Bishop Zumarraga sct about to bulld 
the church, and when‘it was completed 
the “tilma” was placed abore the altar 
In a frame of gold and silver, 

That lttle chapel has since been re- 
placed by the magnificent church to be - 
seen today. There are also two other ~ 
churches to mark the spot on which 
the roses were gathered on the summit~ 
and at the holy well where the virgin - 
last appeared to Juan. This miracle was + 
recognized in 1603, and/in 1754 it was’ 
fully sanctioned and confirmed by a+ 
papal bull. Later, In 1824, congress de~ 
ereed Dec, 12 to be a national holiday..9 

Hidalgo took a picture of Guadalupe” 
for his_ standard, around which rallied 
the first jarmy of the revolutionists, 
and the bappy issue that her assistnnce 
gure to that war endeared her still 
more to the people. This picture on 
the “tilma” Is a wonderful picce of 
work, Artists from all over the world 
have examined It and have testified 
that it Is of no known style of painting. 
The Indian garment of Jxtll fiber is of 
Q coarse weave, The picture appears 
on both sides of the cloth and is as 
bright as new, although sald to be over 
300 years old. The Church of Nuestra 
Senora de Guadalupe, In which this 
marvelous picture bangs, Is said by ex- 
perts to be one of the richest and hand- 
somest on earth today. Its treasures 
can be ¢epunted by iillions, It was 
dedicated May 1, 1709, and !s 184 feet 
long by 122 fect wide. it bas a vaulted 
roof, supported by Corinthian columns. 
The whole is surmounted by a dome, 
the lantern of which is 125 fect above 
the floor, The building cost $1,181,000, 
The jewels, gold and silver plate and 
other rich belongings nearly all belong 
to the government and ure estimated 
at $2,000,000 more. 

The cliurch possesses a very costly 
crown for the virgin, It Is of solid 
gold and weighs wavy pounds, There 
are six shields on the crown for tho 
six archbishops of Mexico, and they, 
are ali surrounded by diamonds, There 
nrea number of angels, each baving an 
Immense ruby on the breast, while the 
rest of the surface of fe crown Is cov 
ered with gapphires and emeralds, This 
crown {s surmounted by the Mexican 
eagle, holding aloft a large diamond 
cross. 3 

The poor pilgrims are not able, many, 
of them, to form an idea of the riche 
ness of this church, with its commun- 
fon rail and balustrades from the 
sanctuary to the choir of solid silver. - 
They.are three feet Ligh, with a top 
molding a foot wide and a still more 
massive base. The sicred vessels aré 
all of pure gold embedded witb pre- 
cious stones, The choir bag some fine 
carvings done In ebony and mxbogapy. 
The finest Is a basso relievo ubove the 
stalls, Wlustrating the litany of the 
virgin. = 

Artists were brought from France to 
paint the frescoes on the walls, and tbe. 
palntings and statues were the work of 
the best Earopean artixts and sculp- 
tora The organ In Itnelf represents @ 
xual fortune.—Clereland Plain Deak 
vr. :

THE PLEA OF AN ENGLISH CANON 
FOR WIDER FELLOWSHIP. 


(New, York Tribune.) 

Canon Hensley Henson, of Westmin- 
ater Abbey, who appears to bon com- 
ing man in tho Church of England, 
makes a notewgrthy plea for the re- 
cognition of naa-cplacopal churches by 
the Anglican Church. The doctrine of 
apostolic succession, he says, which is 
the real barriar to such trecognition, 
is a comparatively moderna theory, and 
it crumbles at the touch of scholarly 
investigation. The necessity of epis- 
copal ordination was not recognized 
until] the Restoration Settlement. In 
point of fact, under the subscription 
act of 1571, non-cpiscopally ordained 
clergy were permitted to preach and 
hotd benefices in the English Church, 
whils wut Hish Church men as And- 
drewes, Overdall, Bramhall, Costn and 
Thorndike refused to take a rigidly 
exclusive view of orders. Canon Hen- 
son demands that the same broad view 
of the question ba permitted to-day. 
At a recent meeting of tha Church 
Missionary Society an Anglican bishop 
described (he admirable work of Kav- 
ier, the Jesuit ; Schultz, the Lutheran, 
and Carey, the Baptist. The canon, 
who was present, approached the pre. 
late and said: “& it not’ strange, sny 
lord, that the sohismatio should loom 
so large in your discourse fr’ “ Ah,” 
the replied, “in the mission field (we 
thave to take a vary broad view of 
things." “Do you not think, my 
lord,” rejotned Canon, Henson, “that 
it is about tims we domesticated that 
broad view, here at home §’- 

Nor is the argument from history 
all. Canon Henson declares that 3t is 
reinforced by the remarkable growth 
of the non-cpieopal churches. These 
aro not less effective than the ‘Angli- 
¢an in the work of spiritual regenera- 
tion, “By what right, therefore," 
asks the canon, “can we continous ta 
exclude them from our frank ‘and af- 
fiotlonate fellowship$ By what right 
do we ignore then in vur parishes. re-

Right Hon. Sic ‘Wilfrid Laurier, 
G.CILG., KC, D.C.C.L. Oxon. LL.D.,

Ue has been Premiyr of Canada spce 
96, and, thous the duties are ardu- 
ous, and the pay small, 10 is funder- 
stood by weil-informed people that 
the right honorable gentleman is still 
willing to sacrifice private interest so 
that be may continus to ecrve his 
country.

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A Weed That Eats Fiah. 

An Enzlish naval officer, writing 
from Suatin, Red sea country, contrib- 
utes the following remarkable instance 
of a plant preying upon one of the ver- 
tebrata. The instance noted was ob- 
served by him when surveying the 
Paracel islands, in the south China sea; 
“As I neared a pool cut off by the tide 
from the sea I noticed among other 
submarine plants a very ordinary look- 
ing flesh colored weed, Bending te 
Inspect it closer, I noticed numbers of 
small fish lying helpless in its fronds, 
apparently with Uttle or no life in 
them. Putting my bands down to pick 
one of them up, I found my fingers 
caught by suckers-on the weed, the 
fronds of which had closed tightly 
upon them, 

“The fish bad been caught in every 
concelrable way—by the head, the tail, 
sides, etc.—and some of them had been 
held until the skin was completely 
macerated. Those of the fish that 
were still living had evidently been 
caught at different times, they appear 
ing in all stages of exhaustion. I re 
gret being unable to name elther the 
plant or the tish, but that the botanical 
cannibai really preyed upon the fnny 
denizens of the deep there isn’t the 
least doubt.” 


When Reptiles Moled a World. 

There was a time “in the wide re 
volving shades of centuries past” whes 
our globe was wholly In the possession 
of walking, swimiuwing and fying rep 
tiles. Belng the dominant type, they 
divided. naturally Into three great 
classes. In the occans they became gl. 
gantic paddling enallosaurians; on dry 
land, or, rather, wet land, for the whole 
face of the globe was doubtless a 
quagiuire nt that time, they became 
monstrous, erect dinosaurians, some of 
which bad legs fiftcen fect or more in 
length; those which Inhabited the re 
gions of the alr were the terrible flying 
pterodactyls. “ 

For a vast but unknown length of 
time these awful creatures lIterally 
ruled the earth, Finally after they had 
“secn-thelr day" they began to grow 
less and less, One by one they dicd 
out in the face of the younger and more 
vigorous fauna until at the present 
time only a few miniature alligators 
and crocodiles and a few toy snakes 
remain ns reminders of skulking Hz- 
ards and geckos nnd of the enormous 
reptilian types that once crowded land 
and sea. 


Simple Indeed, 

It seems as if the acme of frugality 

had been reached by a French officer 
who explained with many appropriate 
gestures his system of sustaining fe 
on a pension of fire francs a week. 
- “It is simple, veree, veree simple,” 
he sald to the friend who bad ex- 
pressed amazement at his feat.

AMID BLAZE OF SPLENDOR 


Britain’s Monarch Received 
——~ Crown and Sceptre, 











Impressive Beene in the Ancient abbey of 
Westmineter asthe Venerable Primate 
eof Eagiasd Flaced the Crown Upon 
Beyal Edward “ Our Undeubted Kiac” 
—Kleg Acted His Part Nebly—Homace 
Paid by Priaces and Nebies—rather- 
beod Greater Thaa Kinshoed-Queen 
Also Crowned—Alexaudra Wins Gelden 
Plaedits From Mvreryens. 


London, Aug. 11.—Edward VII, R. 
I., by the grace of God, of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and of the British Dominions 
beyond the Seas, Defender of’ the 
Faith,,Emperor of India, was-Satur- 
day crowned without hitch | or 
harm, and then London noisily cele- 
brated the event, for which the world 
has waited, ms perhaps, it never 
waited any other coronation. 

In all respects the celebration was 
impressive, and it was carricd out 
with a perfection of detail and Inck 
of accidents that has previously 
marked such displays. ‘The pride of 
Empire, which marked Qucen Vic- 
torja’s jubilee, was lacking, and in- 
fits stend there pervaded among all 
classes a keen recollection that only 
nix weeks ago the King lay in dan- 
Ker of. death. This fact produced 
thankfulness and genuine sympathy 
for the man, rather than adulation 
for the King, and this feeling was 
voiced by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, when he inserted in one of the 
coronation prayers the words ‘* For 
whose recovery we now give Thee’ 
heartfelt thanks."* This did not pre> 
Vent the public from voicing its ap- 
preeiation of each military display as 
the short procevsion gave to them a 
chance to see. 

A Hritheh Coronation. 


The absence of special diplomatic 
embassies deprived the coronation in 
a lurge measure of its international 
character, although Prince and Prin- 
cess Henry were in the choir, many 
princesses in the royal box) and the 
regular embassies were fully repre- 
rented. The roll of the British Em- 
Pire, however, might have been call- 
ed in the Abbey, The Indian princes, 
in splendid costumes, were present, 
and all of the self-governing com- 
monwealths and nearly all of the 
crown colonies were represented by 
Premiers, Ministers or Governors.' 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in picturesque 
blue mantle and decorations of gold, 
sat with Premiers Barton and Sed- 
don in the choir near Ambassador 
and Mrs. Choate, and close at hand 
were Messrs. Fielding, Paterson, Mu- 
lock, Borden, Ross and other Cana- 
dian Ministers and provincial Prem- 
jers.

Two incidents in the service in the 
Abbey will live in the memory of all 
who witnessed them.

From the opening of the 
service the Archbishop had the great- 
est difficulty in reading or remember- 
ing the prayers. The book from 
which his almost blind eyes endcav- 
ored to read shook in his hands, and 
when he came to place the crown on 
King Edward's head, his huge frame, 
towering above the seated King, 
awayed so violently that the Bishop 
of Winchester had to support him, 
while the Dean of Westminster put «a 
guarding hand under the crown. lt 
was evident that the Archbishop — of 
Canterbury could not sea the King’s 
head, and, after groping around, he 
was just about to complete the most 
important part of the ceremony when 
it was discovered that he had the 
crown with the back to the front. 
Slowly he raiscd it, but tou Inte to 
prevent the choir from prematurely 
bursting” out with a loud “God 
Save tho King.’* -Amid a tension 
which has grown to a pitch of pain- 
ful nervousness the Archbishop final- 
ly managed to place the crown cor- 
rectly upon the King’s head.

A few minutes Jater came the clim-

ate Saturday night it was learn-

Lendon’s Fire traps, 

Wo are sure that if a practical en- 
quiry were set on feot as to the ex- 
tent of the provision generally made 
in the buildings of London for pro- 
tection against fire an appalling con- 
tlusion would be reached. Several 
lives have been Jost recently in Lon- 
don fires because thery was no way 
of escape. London is undoubtedly 
swarming on all sides with death 
traps only ready to claim their vic- 
tims when a fire has broken out, 
Every one is aware of the diliculties 
which have to be faced when the 
question pf the — efficier® protection 
of life shut up in buildings in a 
congested area is approached, In 
probably the majority of buildings 
in London it is impossible even to 
escape to the roof and thence to 

‘ a safe refuge on the adjoining 
We know at deast- of -one 
that of well-known bank 
premises, in which the boundaries of 
the property are marked on the roof 
by ugly spiked fences. While it is 
true that even this way of escape is 
not ei it is certain that in a 
greater nuinber of instances no such 
thing as a firo ladder is available. 

How painful and appalling the 
outcome can be is evident from the 
terrible results of the non-existence of 
any means of escape at a fire. which 
occurred in the city on Monday last. 
The exatnpie is all the more remark- 
able since the fire broke out in broad 
daylight, at 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon, and within 300 yards of the 
chief cit re station. The first call, 
indewd une to the brigade by a 
on foot. In spite of the 
y of the rescue station, ten 
sacrificed in this fire be- 
cause there were no means of escape 
and becauxe the rescue appliances 
could not reach the upper floors, 
where several poor operatives were 
in daa The fire escapes Were too 
short by a few feet. On the morn- 
ing after the fire one of our repres- 
entatives Visited the scene, and he 
states that the building was not a 
remarkably high one, and not so 
high as thousands of others in Lon- 
Hion streets.

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THE ACTON LIBRARY. 


Dy, Andrew Carnezie’s Nemarkable Gift 
tw Sr. Meriey, 


The late Lord Acton’s library, 
which Andrew Carnegie, the purchas- 
er, has presented to Mr. John Mor- 
ley, contains some 7,000 valumes, 
‘The London Daily News says:—"This 
is, in some respects, Mr.* Carnegic’s 


“most remarkable gift, and one of the 


most princely and splendid acts of 
friendship on record. 11 Is a tribute of 
wealth to genius, and Mr. Carnegic 
could not have chosen a more fitting 
recipient, It is a scholur’s library, 
and it needed, to achieve ‘its high- 
est usefulness, to be placed in a 
scholar’s hands.” 

‘Tho library is exceedingly rich in 
historical and ecclesiastical works, 
For this reason, and because it 
would cost £20,000, to erect a 
building for it. ‘The Uaily Chron- 
icle thinks that Mr. Carnegie docs 
not intend the gift for Mr. Morley’s 
private use, but rather that he should 
hold it in trust for some public use, 
probably ‘for one of the universitics, 
preferably Cambridge, with which 
university the lato Lord Acton was 
connected, 

‘The library which Lord Acton col- 
lected at Alderham Parx, and for 
which he had, some thirty years ago, 
n smcial addition to — his house 
built, is so complete a& a storchouse 
of modern secular amd ceclesiastical 
history that is surpassed by few pub- 
lic institutions, and is equaled by 
no private library in Europe or Am- 
erica. In one respect, indeed, the 
library is unique. A large number of 
the Voluires were annotated by Lord 
Acton. That great scholar, whose 
learning has been proverbial in Eng- 
land for the last quarter of a cen- 
tury, wrote very little, but his cn- 
ormous stores of information were 
used in amplifying the volumes in 
his possession. Doubtless it is this 
fact that has induced Mr. Carnegie 
to present the hooxs to the Right 
Yon. John Morley, for Mr. Morley is 
pehaps tha one man in the world best 
equipped to utilize the knowlelge 
which is contained in the Acton 
books and th: annotations which 
Lord Acton made, \ 

The subjects which chiefly Interest- 
ed Lord Acton, such as the history 
of the Papacy, and that of mexiern 
Europe, especially Germany, Franco 
and Italy; the Jesuits, and the evo- 
lution of political opinion and of 
rolitical economy, are most of them 
subjects on which Mr. Morley is au- 
thority. Tho library is rich in vol- 
umes on these subjects, and is par- 
ticularly rich in Indices Librorum 
Prohibitorum, Jesuitica, collecticns 
of letters in Italian, Latin and 
French, books relating to the Cotncil 
of Trent, and ‘the histories of Pro- 
testantisim in the several French pro- 
Vinces. ¥, 

One remarkable feature of the lib- 
rary is that it contains no rarities, 
as such. without other qualities of” 
valuc, Every book that Lord Acton 
bought was bought. because he de- 
sired to read it. ‘The fact that a 
very large proportion of his books 
were extremely rare, and in some 
cases unique, was only — incidental. 
Mr. Morley has so often expressed 
the view that such a collection as he 
now possesses should be available for 
publie purposes. that it may be ex- 
pectud that the library will event- 
vally be addel to some public insti- 
tuticn.

’ AFRICA’S NIAGARA. 


The Wenderfal Falls ef Zambesi-wWhiie 
Man to Fut Biaek Jan’s God Inte 
Harnese for Werk, 





Cecil Rhodes had a notion that 


some day, long after he had gone to 
his rest bencath the boulders on the 
Matappo Hills, South Africa would 
rise up to compete with the United 
States, just as the United States 
had risen up to make Europe “hus- 
tle."" 

Whether or not that dream was 
too big for its foundation of facts, 
it is certain that one branch of its 
support is about to be erected, and 


that the results are going to be of 
far-reachipg — interest and impor- 
tance. 

It will not be permissible to call 


Africa the Dark Continent when it 
has a tremendous clectric light in 
the middle of it. Yet that'is what 
it is going to have. The plan is not 
merely a dream, for within a few 
weeks an expedition sets out from 
London to make an actual begin- 
ning on the work of establishing at 
Victoria Falls on the Zambesi River 


an electric power plant that will in- 


time put to blush the famous tur- 
bines at Niagara Falls, just as Vic- 
toria Falls themselves greatly ex- 
ceed in height, width and grandeur 
those’ at Niagara. 

It is to be a dramatic sort of 
invasion, for the falls thunder out 
to-day on the silence of an almost 
unbroken Jungle; hippotami and 
crocodiles bask undisturbed in the 
Zambest and lions stalk in the long 

TASS, 

To the Barotsi, tho native tribe 
which inhabits the surrounding coun- 
try, the great cataract is a god, 
and they pray to it, and offer up 
burnt sacriiices for its propitiation, 
And now the white man is coming 
to put the black man’s god into 
harness and make him do the work 
of more than 100,000 horses. 

It was Prof. George Forbes, an Am- 
erican engineer who had taken a pro- 
minent part in the “‘harnessing’’ of 
the Niagara Falls, who first suggest- 
ed that the millions of horse power 
which had been going to waste in the 
heart of Africa should be put to prac- 
tical use. 

(n> night, five years ogo, he and 
Alfred Haggard, a brother of the au- 
thor of “King Solomon’s Mins,” 
who had just come back from Africa, 
sat in the Athenacum Club in Lon- 
don, when the explorer told the el- 
ectrician ghout tho great falls in the 
Zambesi, that Livingstone had been 
the first white man to see, and that 
made tho wonder of Americn scom a 
dwarf. He told him how the river, 
more than a mile wide, flings itself 
over ths edge of a gorge 400 feet 
dcep, and then zigzags its way 
through a rocky canyon 20 miles 
long. 

“Why not make that cataract gen- 
erate electricity and carry the power 
down to Rhodesia?” suggested the 
American engineer, and Mr. Haggard 
jumped at the idea. 

It didn’t take long to form n_syn- 
dicate called the Africa Trust, to 
push along the scheme, and Prof. 
Forhcs and Mr. Haggard were sent 
down to Rhodesia to see Cecil Rhodes 
about getting a concession from the 
Chartere:’l Company. 

Eventually Mr. Rhodes thought so 
well of the project that he went into 
partnership with the Africa Trust, 
but in the beginning be gave them 


the 25-year concession they askpd 
for. ‘The Colossus placed no restric- 
lions on the company as to the 


amount of water they might ditert, 
but made it conditional thatthe 
beauty of tho falls should not be 
injured, which was characteristic of 
him. 

Since that time Sir Charles _Met- 
calic. the famous engineer has visit- 
td the falls and reported favorably 
an the plan of “harnessing’’ them, 
and the Africa Trust and the Char- 
tered Compafly have joined forces 
ADD noW are all ready to spend $5,- 
000,600 on tho installation, 

A commission of” electrical engi- 
neers which may include two or 
three Americans, Is — now preparing 
to leave England to make all ar- 
rangements for putting in the plant 
as soon as the machinery can reach 
the falls. That will be when Rhodes* 
Cape to Cairo Railway, over which 
the material will have to be sent. is 
built up to the great cataract. The 
line is now laid for 40 miles north of 
juluwayo, but the falls He 275 iniles 
farther on, and probably. that dis- 
tance will not be covered much be- 
fore the ent of next year.

A RECENT PUBLICATION, 





Am Affectionate Husband and a Loving 
Father Who Has Never KMeceised Full 
Credit for These Qbalitics-Asa Churrh- 
man—Abent Mis Clothes — What Hi 
Majesty Kats and Drinks. 


A recent publication entitled ‘The 
Private Life of Edward VIL," by a 
anember of the royal houschold, con- 
tains many interesting. facts pertain- 
ing to the domestic life of the King. 
The writer speaks of the King as an 
allectionate husband and a loving fy- 
ther, who has never received full 
credit for theso gualitics. The book, 
which 87st appeared when the King 
was still Prince of Wales, says of 
himn:— r ’ :

STRIKERS HECOME RAIDERS. 





Complaints Made That they Are Foracing 
Among Farmers, 


Shenandoah, Pa., Aug. 12.—Com- 
plaint was made to Brigade head- 
quarters yesterday that strikers aro 
foraging in the rich agricultural dis- 
trict of the Catawissa Valley. The 
life of one farmer has been threaten- 
ed, because he attempted to protect 
his property and the raids have 
reached such serious proportions that 
the fariners are preparing to take 


some concerted action to help stop 
lurther depredations, The complaints 
reachal headquarters yesterday af- 


ternoon, and it is not unlikely that 
cavalry will be sent into the district 
to-day for the purposes of stopping 
the raids. 

Lucian Munbeck, a farmer, reported 
that for some time past raids have 
been nude on his place by parties of 
men. Early yesterday morning — he 
caught a man tearing out whole 
stacks of corn. He ordered the man 
off the place and as he wax leaving 
he fired two shots at the farmer. 
The latter was armed, but did not 
shoot, 

A widow, who owns a farm, Te 
ported that several men came on her 
unisex and sturted to dig potatocs, 
She ordered them off the patch, but 
they paid no attention to her and 
did not leave until they had taken 
all they needed. One farmer has xev- 
eral inen patroling his farm day and 
night. The foragers do not confine 
themselves to stealing crops, but al- 
so tnke poultry, 

‘The soldiers in camp are daily foed- 
fng several hundred ,women and child- 
ren.

THROWING THE LASSO. 


The Mauner In Which the Repe Is 
Handled by an Expert. 

“A mistaken Impression prevails in 
the mind of the public In regard to the 
manner in which a lasso {s handled,” 
gays an expert. “The Idea that the loop 
is always swung around the head be- 
fore making a cast, especially when 
the roper Js on foot, 1s erroncous. No 
man of experience ever makes a cast 
in this fashlon from the ground, in 
practical work. There are several rea- 
sons why he docs not. One of them Is 
that the movement Is likely to frighten 
the stock, especially horses; another 
that he may hare to walt some min- 
utes before a farorable opportunity 
occurs for making a cast. He knows 
that better results are obtained by 
holding the rope-ns unobtrusively as 
possible, even keeping it concealed 
from the obje® of capture. 

“On the contrary, howerer, when 
mounted and in pursult it Is absolutely 
necessary to swing the loop over and 
around the head, for the cast must be 
made with' the greatest possible force 
{n order to overcome not only the for- 
ward movement of the pursued, but 
also the action of the wind should that 
chance to be against you. 

“As to the manner of casting, some 
‘ropers’ cast with a quick, Jerky more- 
ment of the band, sceming to use the 
arm rery little and the body not at all. 
Otbers employ _ body, arm and band. 
Both methods fre effective when per 
fected by practice.” 

Board With the Batler, 

To nrold the trouble of housekeep- 
ing, many wealthy Parlslans board 
with their butler, so to speak, Instead 
of ordering the food.for the houschold 
from day to day, they pay a fixed sum 
per nonth to their butler or housckeep- 
er, who contracts to supply them with 
the usual-three meals per day, com- 
posed of the customary courses, says 
What to Eat. The price pald for this 
service varies in accordance with the 
style of living. If guests be Invited to 
dinner or any sort of entertainment be 
given, an extra sum per head fs paid. 
In this way the lady of the house 
avoids the annoyance of butchers’ and 
bakers’ bills, and {f the butler does 
not keep his part of the coutract it Is 
easy cnough to find another to replace 
him. Of course, the president’s bouse- 
hold {s carried out on this plan on a 
large scale, and many of- the big stores 
supply all thelr employees with dally 
ineals In the same manner, The banks 
and other administrations of similar 
nature often furnish the noonday meal 
to thelr clerks by contract, the latter 
paylug a trifiipg sum toward the cost. 











The Manufactore of Fins, 

In 1775 a prize was given to the 
colonist of Caroling who produced 
the first native pins and necdles.\pur- 
ing the war of 1312, when, owlng to 
restrictions upon commerce, the price 
of pins rose to the enormous sum of 
$1 per paper, the manufacture was 
actually started iu the United States, 
but does not seem to have met with 
success, ng the enterprise was soon 
abandoned, The industry was not fair- 
ly started in this country until the 
year 1836, 

The early pins In this country, as in 
England, were made with globular 
heads of fine twisted wire, made sep- 
rately) and secured to the shank by 
compression from a falling block and 
die. These old pins bad the misfor- 
tune of often parting with their heads, 
It was to overcome this diticulty that 
the attention of carly Inventors was 
directed, The solid headed pin, in 
common use today, took the place of 
the old form about 1840.

"HOME OF THE BUCKINGHAMS, 


Stowe Falace, One of the Most Magnificen 
of Country sents, 

Stowe Palace, one of the most 
magnificent “and ~ stately country 
seats, not only in England, but like- 
wise in ull Europe, is in the market, 
and, while it may possibly be acquir- 
ed at a burgiin and far below. its 
actual Value, yet it is useless for any 
one save an exceedingly rich man to 
dream of purchasing it, so vast is 
the cost of its maintenance. 

Although best known as the house 
of the list three Dukes of Buckin 
ham and Chandos, jt owes its origia 
to that Lord Cobham who was ono 
of the. principal licutenants of | the 
first Duke of Marlborough. Indeed, 
there is a good deal in common be- 
tween Stowe Palaco and Blenheim 








- Palace, the creation of the first Duke 


of Marlborough, Stowe being decid- 
edly the more manificent of the two. 
lis facade is a thousand feet long, 
and the area of the buildings alone 
is enormous, 

Among the features of the place are 
the treex around the so-called Bour- 
bon tower, planted by King Louis 
XVITI, of France, who spent much of 
his exile at Stowe as the guest of 
The 
secon Duke entertained the late 
Queen Victoria and the Princé Con- 
sort there in the early days of the 
Victorian era, and the place, after 
having been rented to the late Count 
of Paris from the time of his* ban- 
ishment from Franco until his death, 
is nuw in’ the possession of Lady 
Kinloss, eldest daugfiter and heiress 
of the last Duke of Buckingham and 
Chandos, and a peeress in her own 
right. 

She is married to Captain Morgan- 
Grenville, a former officer of the 
army, and at her death the title of 
Lord Kinloss will pass to her son. 
Though well off, she is not rich 
enough to live at Stowe or to keep 
the place empty year after year un- 
rented. For she has found no tenant 
for it since the death of the Count 
of Paris. ‘That is why she is now en- 
deavoring to sell it, and the person 
who buys it will by reason of its 
possession become at once one of the 
moxt conspicuous and infiuential fig- 
ures in the aristocratic County of 
Bucks, where there are so many beau- 
tiful: patrician country seats.

Nain Has Caused some Trouble—Com- 
Plaints From Farmers Iecardins the 
Pcarcity of Labor, 


Toronto, Aug. 13. — The Ontario 
Department of Agriculture hax issued 


un encouraging bulletin regarding the 
crops of the province, based on the 


reports of its regular correspondents, 
It suys tnat June was an exception- 
ally cool month, being 5 degrees be- 
low the average. The rainfall of Ju- 
ly was inore than double the general 
average. 

The yield of fall wheat has~ been 
from fair to large, except in Essex 
und most of the counties in the Lake 
Erie group. In several instances 
from 35 to 40 bushels have been re- 
ported and the average 
considerably above the average for 
the Iast twenty years. There will be 
an abundance of straw. ‘The crop of 
spring wheat is expected to be a 
good one,/both in point of yield and 
quality. The barley crop is generally 
gocd and there will be a large yield 
of plump grain. 

This promises to de one of the best 
Years on record for outs, both as re- 
grads grain and straw. Cutting will 
not be gencral until next week anil 
perhaps later. 

The rye crop has tarnea out very 
Well thix season, zotwithstanding the 
Unustal amount of rain, which has 
sumewhat affected all cereals, - 

Irrecular Vea trep* 

The yicld of the pen crop generally 
is one of the most irregular on re 
cord. From some auarters splendid 
reports have been received, while 
from others the crop ix not worth 
cutting. 

Wet weather has played havoc with 
the bean crop. 

The indications are that the corn 
crop will be considerably below the 
average, owing to cold weather in 
the enrlicr part of the season and ex- 
cessive rains. 

May and clover and grarses of all 
kinds mace an immense growth this 
year, but where grown for hay the 
Wet weather told against the crop in 
both cutting and curing. 

‘th? prospects are’ favorable for a 
large yield of potatoes. 

‘The rains have had a very injurious 
effect on the tobacco crop, and also 
upen root crops generally. There 
has becn but little damuge from in- 
sect pests. Man turnips — and 
beets will, however, be plentiful. The 
sugar beet crop will be satisfactory, 

Favorable reports are to hand re- 
garding flax and hops, 











Pleuiy of Fruit. 

Apples promise to yield very well 
and there will be lots of penches and 
pears,but the reports as to cherries 
sire not so encouraging. Grapes will 
not be plentiful. 

The rain has kept pasture in prime 
condition and conseguently live stock 
is everywhere in tine. healthy shape, 
‘The season's output of cheese and 
butter will be heavy. Reports as to 
honey are on ths whole favorable. 

The scarcity of labor during the 
haying and harvesting seasons is a 
chronic complaint in all sections of 
the province, and the present season 
Offers no exception in this respect. 
Extra help appears to have been dif- 
ficult to obtain almost everywhere 
and wages hi had decidedly an up

Mls Majesty Inspected and Geviewed the 
Colonials From the Terrace—H.0.H. 
the Prince of Wales Presents the Cor- 
euation Medals—The Queen, Mart 
Reberts, Lord Kitehener and iit. Hon 
Joseph Chamberlain Were Fresent. 


London, Aug. 13.— Two thousand’ 


Colonial troops here to attend the 
Coronation, including the Canadian 
contingent, weee reviewed by King 
Edward yesterday on the grounds of 
Buckingham Pulace. The Vrince of 
Wales, on befall of His Majesty, dis 
tributed the coronation medals to 
those entitled to them. 

The ‘King inspected+ the troops 
from the terrace, where he was ac- 
companied by Queen — Alexandra, 
Prince and Princess Henry of Prus- 
fia. and other royal personages, Earl 
Roberts, the Commander-in-Chief, 
Gen. Lord Kitchener, Joseph Cham- 
berlain, several Colonial Premiers, 
and King Lewarnike of Barotzeland, 
all of whom showed keen interest in 
the picturesque body of men arrayed 
in’ Vari-colored) uniforms as they 
marched past in single file. 

The .Kirg personally fastened the 
Victoria Cross on the breast of Ser- 
geant Lawrence, the first man in 
line, after which he retired to the 
shade of an awning and Ieft the dis- 
tribution to the l'rince ‘of Wales. 

‘The members of the royal family 
Were much amused nt the unconyen- 
tionality of the colonials, who after 
they had received medals seated 
themselves comfortably on the grass 
and smoked as they watched the de 
curation of their comrades. 

When all had received their medals, 
the troops advanced and presented 
urms, while the massed bands played 
the National Anthem. The King step- 
wd forward “and delivered on ani- 
mated address, which was greeted 
with cheers and waving of hats by 
the troops, 

The King said: “It has afforded 
me great pleasure tu see you here 
toxlay and to have the opportunity 
of expressing my high appreciation of 
your patriotism and the way you dis- 
tinguished) yourselves in South  Af- 
rica. The services you have rendered 
the mother country will never be for- 
gottcn by me, and they will, f am 
sure, cement more firmly than ever 
the union of our distant colonies 
with the other parts of my great em- 
pire. 

“Your stay in Fngland has been 
longer than originally — ingend«d,. 
owing to my illness, but perhaps you 
have enjoyed it and derived pleasure 
from visits to various parts of the 
Jand of your ancestors. Gott bless 
you all, 1 wish vou a safe and pleas- 
aunt return to your own countries,"*

WHAT IS THE FLAG? 


ALL OVER THE EMPIRE ARE MISTAKES 
MADE IN ITS FLYING, 


& Porsling Question Satisfactorily Set- 

‘- tled—The Netiosal Fiag—When aod 
Hew It Should ie Flewn—Dlusdersia 
Flaz Making—¥iag Lore That te 1n- 
tensely Iateresting Just nt the Present 
Jancture, 


The fag of England, of Britain, is 
flown all over the Empire, and yot 
in this Qying there are many mis- 
takes made. ‘The Pall Gazette thinks 
so, and in a recent issue has an ar 
ticle which must interest all who fly 
the flag in Canada. 

“What ‘is the flag of England? 
Winds of the world declare,” is the 
question with which Br. Kipling 
starts one of his patriotic poems. 
If.the winds that blow over London 
were usked to give their impression 
as to the answer, during these days 
of peace celebrations and coronation 
rejoicings, they would be rather puz 
zled to reply. 

For the average Londoner, alike in 
St. James’ and St. Giles’, appears 
to be in hopeless bewilderment as to 
the national flag. He is not so sure 
which flag he ought to display. He 
is often utterly at sea as to how it 
ought to be made and how it ought 
to be hoisted. He flies the flag of 
other peoples under the mistaken im- 
Pression that he is hanging out the 
British colors. Me makes unwitting- 
ly signals that move the seafaring 
man who can read them to a quict 
laugh at the ignorance of mere lands- 
men. It is strange that such things 
should happen in the capital, of a 
race of sailors and travelers, for 
whom every flag should have a dis- 
tinct and well known significance. 

First of all, there is a widespread 
misuse of a purely personal fag, tho 
Noyal Standard, which many other- 
ine welclnfortnc/ people suppose to 
be that of the Mion. If Sir Gorgi- 
us Midas were to quarter on his car- 
riage pancls the Lions of England, 
the Hed Lion Rampant of Scotland, 
and the Irish Harp, everyone would 
think he had taken leave of | his 
senses. When he flies the same her- 
aldic device from the flagstaff on tho 
roof of his stately mansion it is not 
regarded as an eccentricity on his 
part. But it is almost as bad as dis- 
Playing the Royal Arms on his car- 
riage or putting his servants into tho 
royal liveries, 

The Royal Standard is the King of 
Englind’s banner and denotes his 
actual presence as Sovereign where 
it is flown. Thus it is not hoisted 
even on an royal palace unless he is 
in residence. It is displayed from 
the fagstafl of the parade when he ix 
reviewing his troops. J¢ is run up by 
a Warship as he comes on board, 
Byen the ambassadors who represent 
him abroad do not tly his flag. It is 
purely personal, like the golden yel- 
Jow standard marked with a broad 
Diack cross and decorated with eagles 
and Imperial crowns, which in Ger- 
many denotes the Kaiser's presence, 
and which no German ever mistakes 
for the national Mag. Our own Noy- 
al Standard should not be vulyariz- 





ed in the present unmeaning fashion. 4 ay the bottom, 


The national Mag, the thiag of the 
Kingdom and the Empire, is—to give 
it its popular namc—the Union Jack. 
There ate Various figs of which it 
forms only a part and which are us- 
ed for special purposes. 1t is a com- 
mon mistake to take these for the 
national thug. 

Among these are, first, the White 
Ensign with the Union in its top 
corner near the tagstall or halyard, 
and the great red cross on a white 
ground—the cross that markid the 
flag of England in’ crusading days 
and in the wars of the Middle Ages. 
This red cross is still the central de 
View of the Union Nag. 

The White Ensign is 
our navy. 











the flag of 
In the same way the Red 








Ensign is the fag 6f our merchant 
marine. To fly the White or Red En- 
sign on a house is rather unmeaning. 
] What one ought to fly is the Union 





Jack,’more correctly called the ‘Un-- 


ion fing, but then one must take care 
to get the real thing and hoist it 
right sido up. 

Most of the fiags .imported from 
abroad, and many of those made in 
England, blunder about the right 
combination of the three crosses. On 
both sides of the central red cross of 
St. George there is the, same width 
of white bunting or silk, but the X- 
shaped red cross of St. Patrick has 
not the white that shows on both 
sides of it of equal width.” On the 
side nenrest tho halyards it {a brond 
above the red and narrow below, and 
this arrangement is reversed on the 
other side of the flag, the explana- 
tion being that the red cross ix here 
superposed unevenly on the white 
cross of St. Androw, so that the 
Scottish emblems may not form a 
mere even border to it. To neglect 
this difference alters the whole ap- 
Pearance of the flag. But those who 
thus blunder err in distinguished 
company. 

When General Baden-Powell designed 
Af Poster some years ogo for a mili- 
tary tournament he made St. An- 
drew's cross into a mero even white 
border for St. Patrick’s, When Sir 
G. Rebertson and the gallant littl 
garrison of Chitral improvised a Un- 
jon Jack to fly é6ver their beleaguer- 
ed fort they made the same mistake, 
When after the relief it was pointed 
out to them that such a flag, being 
the same which ever ‘ay it was 
hoisted, could not be reversed as a 
signal of distress, Sir George replicd 
that they never thought of its use 
for such a purpose being in any woy 
necessary. Mr. Punch, who as a 
rule js scrupulously accurate in mate 
ters of detail, drew the Union Jack 
in the same incorrect fashion a 
couple of weeks ago. To come down 
to lexser folk, several firms of sno 


es rere 


ators are now circulating in Londog® 
itlustrated price lists, with the naj 
tional flag thus misrepresented. It 
is a Very common mista*o to hoist 
the correct flag upside down, thus 
signalling ‘‘In distress. Want assist- 
ance.” Arid ft is niso to be scen, on 
some. London houses, flying with a 
hroad white border, This is another

would think the last man to make

As red, white, and blue are the col- 
ors ja the Union Jack, there xcems 
to be a vague impression in many 
quarters that any ~ combination — of 
these colurs may be flown, if a Un- 
fon Jack, Red or White Ensign, pi- 
lot flag, or signal of distress: is not 
handy. ence the display of so many 

fo n tri-colors, the familiar French 
fay. the Dutch fag with its bans of 
colur horizontal, and occasionally the 
thay of the Russian merchant marine, 
This last is pr ly the result of 
the misguided energy of some amas

RecsultaAre Gendrally Considered Satis 
fnctory—Canada and Empire's Defence, 


London, Aug. 13.—While th) results 
of the Colonial conference, which end- 
ed fonday, are gencrally considered 
satisfactory as fur as they go it must 
be understood that the enforcement 
depends ultimately’ upon action by 
the Colonial Legislatures and by the 
Imperial Ministers, whose depart- 
ments they concern. 

In addition to the Australian nav- 
nl arrangements, by which the Au- 
Btralasian contributions are to he 
largely increased on condition that 
certain vessela be officered und man: 
ned by Australasians, a general ine 
crease in Colonial naval subsidies 
Was agreed to. 

The scheme also provides that some 
colonics shall ullot part. of their 
local military forces to fmnperial deo 
fence, in case of emergency, but Can- 
ada and Australia contented tlem- 
selves with agreeing to key ticir 
locat forces in a state of efficiency, 
relying on volunteers in case of Im- 
pedal need us was done in South Af- 
rica. 

The contribution of Cape Colony 
to the Imperial navy was fixed at 
$250,000 annually and Natal’s at 
$175,000, 

The preferential tariff arrangement 
fs in a nebulous condition, depend- 
ing entircly on future arrangements 
between the Mother country and each 
individual colony, the understanding 
being that such arrangements would 
follotz the general lincs of the Cana-. 


. dian tariff. 


The foregoing arrangements do not 
represent the unanimous opinion of 
the conference, but each resolution 
was adopted by a majority vote.

Speech That Will Live. 





Thirteen Hundred Coronation Troops Ne- 
viewed by Mis Majesty at Duckiegbam 
Palace—He Receguizes Many fMegi- 
menta That fleYaw at Delhi—tishes 
Th ® Safe Ketara to Their Homes 
—Marveleus Spectacle resented, 


London, Aug. 14.—Th 
onation troops eran cor 
1,300, were reviewed by King Ed- 
ward yesterday. The arrangements 
were similar to those when a body 
of colonials was reviewed, The 
Prince of Wales presented medals to 
the men, who ure all picked troops 
including Lord Curzon’s bodyguard. 
They presented a fine spectacle in 
their handsome vari-colored  uni- 
forms. ‘The Princess Victoria and 
other royal persons took snap-shot 
pictures while the ceremony was in 
Frogress. Queen Alexandra and 
many notables were present. The 
King wore a jeweled sword that cost 
$50,000, which was presented to His 
Majesty by the Maharajah of Jaipur. 

The scene on the terrace was a 
¥ery brilliant one, the European mil- 
itary and levee dress being quite out- 
shone by the splendid apparel of the 
Indian princes. The Queen received 
n greater ovation than the King as 
both passed down a line of notables, 
bowing and shaking hands, ‘The 
young sons of the Prince of Wales, 
the Princes Edward and Albert, con- 
stituted themselves aides to the King 
and fetched several general officers, 
who smilingly obeyed their summons 
to un audience with their grandfa- 
ther. 

The great Inwn below the terrace 
was a marvelous sight in red. yel- 
low. green and blue. The Bengalese, 
Sikhs, Gurkhas and Punjab cavalry 
made a strong contrast to a single 
Khaki spot where the Dritish regu- 
lars from India stood, At the word 
of command fluttering lances> rifles 
and carbines were grounded and the 
contingents one by one filed past the 
royal canopy, saluting Their Majes- 
ties and receiving medajs at the 
hands of the Prince of Wales. 

At the cluse of the review the 
troops were drawn up in front of the 
King, who nddressed the officers as 
follows: ‘‘I wish to convey to all 
ranks the high satisfaction it has giv- 
en me to sce this splendid contingent 
from Indian, 1 almost feared, owing 
to my serious illness, that 1 would 
be prevented from having the advan- 
tag@ of sceing you, but 1 am glad to 
say that by God's mercy I am well 
again. I recognize among you many 
of the regiments I had the advan- 
tage of secing at Delhi during my 
tour of India. 

“LT hope the contingent hax enjoyed 
its stay in England and that all may 
return in safety to their homes. I 
wish you to convey these sentiments 
from me to all ranks of your com- 
mand.”

Paris, Aug. 14.—The people of Par- 
is took a half holiday Wednesday al- 
ternoon to witness the distribution 
of medals to the heroes of the well. 
Five of the men who helped dig Jo- 
shua Sanford out of the 80 foot well 
were giccorated with the medal of 
the Royal Canadian Humane Associ- 
ation, and President Adam Brown of 
that organization declared that there 
was u number of others who would 
later receive this evidence of the peo- 
ple’s estcein and appreciation of their 
extraordinary ‘bravery.

When the populace discovered 
that Sanford was not to be present, 
that he had been kent only the night 
before to Toronto to prevent his be- 
ing excited over the demonstration, 
the interest in the medal awarding 
dwindled perceptibly and fewer than 
three hundred people participated in 
the exercises.

Lava Streams, 


It 1s sclentifically reported that the— 


lava streams from’ Vesuvius in 1859 
were so hot twelve years later that 
steam wa3 Issuing from the cracks 
and crevices, while the lava beds from 
“the eruption of Etna in 1787 were 
found to be steaming bot just. below 
the top crust as Iate as 1Si10,. But still 
more remarkable are the scientific re- 
‘ports of the volcano Jorullo, in Mex!- 
co. This sent forth immense streams 
of lava In 1759, In 1780 the lava beds 
Were examiaol by 2 party of sclep- 
Usts, and it was found that o stick 
thrust into the crevices instanuy Ig- 
nited, although there was no discom- 
fort experienced in walking on the 
hardened crust. Again some forty 
years after the eruption it was visited 
by scientists and reported to be steam- 
ing In many places, and eren clghty- 
seven years after the eruption two col- 
umns of steaming vapor were found to 
be issulng from the crevices. Some 
times the upper crust of such a stream 
of lava cools so that plants and lichens 
find precarious growth on the surface, 
while a few fect beneath the lava is 
almost redhot.

According to the figures of the last 
census bulletin, there are more ‘men 
than women in Conada, there is dn 
increase in the number of those living 
in the marriage state, and a falling 
off im the number of children. 

Of the 5,371,315 people in Canada in 
April, 1901, 2,751,708 were malesjand 
2,619,609 females, showing an excess 
of malca over females of 132,097, or 
rather over & per cent.

Washingion Will Try the South 
American Cocoyos a= I’ctx, 

Cocoyos, the large Ughtning buss 
of Brazil, Cuba and tropleal South 
America that emit a continuous double 
light of eMcient strength and Intersity 
for one to read the time on a watch 
elghtcen Inches distant and whict the 
Lotoceuldo Indians’ of Brazil use for 
iMuminating purposes by confining a 
number of them in small wicker cages, 
are soon to be a novelty in the pet line 
In Washington, Some fifty-eight of 
these bugs are now on their way from 
Cuba to this city and on their arrival 
will be the first ever seen in the cap- 
ital, = 

This Is one of the resulis of a de- 
mand for something new that Is con- 
stunt on the part of the public and 
competition among bird and pet animat 
dealers, The cocoyos are very large, 
though perfectly harmless, and in 
many of-the South American cit!es and 
in Iavana the young girls and married 
ladies wear them tn thelr hair at night, 
the effect of which Js singularly strik- 
ing and beautiful. especially when the, 
lady wearing them happens to be 
blessed with more than the usual share 
of feminine pulebritude. 

The cocoyos thus worn Illuminate the 
Wedrer’s countenance und hair in a 
perfect halo of light. Whether they 
will be used in this way by local belies 
remains.to be seen. The cocoyos are 
very hardy and will live for months 
with live or no attention. Local pet 
dealers are of the opinion that If kept 
indoors and in warm places during the 
winter Ja the same manner that par- 
rots and canaries are kept the cocoyos 
can be domesticated and made to In- 
crease and awtultiply in this country. 
This has proved successful In the case 
of the little green chameleon lizards of 
Florida that lay eggs and hatch out 
breeds as long as4hey are properly at- 
tended to.

A truly wonderful plece of mechan- 
ism Is the “picking up” machine used 
fn all grappling and cable holsting op- 
erations, It is a powerful varicty of 





the steam winch family, but also a,

THE GIRLS OF KASHMIR. 


‘Why They Are Not as Beautifnl a¢ 
. _ They Once Were. 
The girls of Kashmir in former times 
were sold and carried away to the 
Punjab, In India. They commanded a 





. large price, and parents In moderate 


circumstances for centuries past have 
been in the habit of parting with their 


daughters to place themselves in easier’ 


circumstances, and the daughters have 
generally been quite willing to escape 
from a life of penury and labor to ope 
of opulence and ease. 

A laboring man In this part of India 
cannot earn over $2 or $3 a month, 
while many recelre for their daughters 
as high as $1,000. There are some cases 
where $5,000 was paid, but the usual 
price has been from $100 to $500. 

The practice became so common at 
well az so damaging that a severe law 
was enacted prohibiting any one from 
removing any woman from the coun- 
try, but ft is sald that the business 
goes on now as it has done for hun- 
dreds of years, and to that practice 
May be charged the fact that the wo- 
men of Kashmir are not as beautiful 
as they once were. 

The process of taking all the beaut!- 
ful girls away, leaving only the ordl- 
nary and ugly ones to continue the 
race, has lowered the standard of beau 
ty. Most of the women and girls per 
form ficld labor as much ag the men, 
and thelr dress Is of the coarsest and 
plainest materials, consisting of a gar 
ment like a nightgown made of white 
cotton, There Is no effort to hare it fit 

The condition of women in Kashmir 
fs a very sad one, but one from which 
there does not seem to be any present 
escape, It is a constant struggle to 
lve, without the least hope of any ac 
cumulation or of ever secing better 
days, 

The men only recelre about 5 cents a 
day and the women generally about 3 
cents, and that will provide only the 
coarsest food.

Usefal Purposes of Rosin, 

There are many useful purposes to 
which rosin can be applied outside of 
those of general practice. As a non- 
conductor of heat It Is used ‘In the pro- 
tection of water pipes, particularly In 
crossing bridges, where the pipe fs lald 
in the middle of a long box and the 
whole filled with melted rosin, Rosin 
1s also used In supporting basement 
floors in machine shops, which may be 
lald over some dry material, as spent 
Inolding sand, which {s carefully lev- 
cled off, and the planking laid upon 
temporary supports separating It about 
two Inches above the sand, 

Numerous holes about two Inches In 
diameter belng bored through these 
planks, melted rosin is forced through 
them by means of funnels untib the 
whole space Is solidly Milled, and then 
the upper flooring is Inid upon these 
planks. In case the floor Js subjected 
to shocks sufficient to break the rosin 
it rapidly joins together again In much 
the same manner as the regelation of 
fee,

MOORE’S POEMS, 


Still Almost as Popularas When the Fort 
Was in the Flesh. 


The Irish melodies and national 
songs of ‘Thomas Moore still enjoy a 
Popularity almost as widespread as 
in the days when he shared with 
Lord Byron the honor of being the 
most popular poct of his generation. 
Ilis longer poems have not stood the 
test of time so well, though “Lalla 
Ropkh,"’ with its wealth of castern 
imagery and detail, is still read and 
admired by many, as are also his 
satirical papers and lampoons. col- 
lected under the title of the “ Two- 
penny Post Bag,’’ and his biogra- 
phics, including onc of his friend 
Lori Byron. Moore, who was born 
at Dublin in 1779, was the son of 
an humble Dublin grocer, and even in 
his carlicst youth wrote pocms of no 
mean merit. When he went to Lon- 
don in carly manhood his engaging 
social gifts, his charming personality 
and the sweetness with which he 
sang his own songs gained him al- 
most instant admission to the high- 
est socicty, and he retained the love 
and respect of hundreds of friends 
and acquaintances until his death in 
1852. iis health completely fuiled 
in°1845, and he wrote nothing for 
publication after that year. Above 
everything else Moore was n patriot- 
ie Irishman, and his national: songs 
and ballads vibrate with love of 
country and are tinged also with that 
strain of pathos which secms to be 


inseparable from all- Irish poetry. 
“The Minstrel BDoy,’’ **Tho Harp 


That Once Through Tara’s Hall,” 
and other songs may be instanced in 
support of this. One of the best 
known of his songs and one which 
Was a particular favorite with the 
poct is ‘‘The Lust Rose of Summer,’’ 
which follows: 


“Tis the last rose of summer 
Left blooming alone; 
‘Al her lovely companions 
Are faded and gone; 
No Gower of her kindred, 
No-tusebud is nigh, * 
‘To rediect back her blushes, 
Or give sigh for sigh.

‘The money vote to Lord Kitchener 
sect some of the British newspapers 
recalling money grants of the past 
to victorious commundera. The great 
captain Wellington comes first—first 
in date, first in rank, first Indeed in 
overything. After Talavera, in 
1809, he became Viscount WeHington, 
and had a pension of £2,000 a year 
canferred on him and his two succes; 
sors in the title, and the pension on- 
ly lapsed two years ago. Im 1812 
he got an Earldom and an addition- 
al £2,000 a your, and in October of 
the saine year became a Marquis, 
with n grant of £100,000 for pur- 
chase of lands to descend with the 
Marquisate. Finally in May, 1814, 
when, everybody thought that Napo- 
leon in Elba was done for, he was 
made a Duke, and received £100,000 
to purchase estates entailed on the 
heirs male of his body. 

But Napoleon was not done with 
yet, nnd Waterloo brought its re 
ward, for the Duke, after being 
thanked by Varliament ‘‘for the con- 
sununate ability, unexampled exer- 
tion and irresistible ardor displayed 
by him on the eighteenth,” received 
an additional sum of £260,000 for 
the purchase of lancs, to Pe held by 
hin and his heirs on the’ tenure of 
rendering a tricolor flag on every 
1Rth of June. Thus the Duke re 
ceived £4,000 a year and £700,000, 
to say nothing of his £20,000 o 
year in Spain and £2,000 in BDelgi- 
um. After that there was no grant 
until 1839. Sir John Keane then 
was created Baron Keane of Ghuz- 
nee, with a pension of £2,000 for 
himself and his two immediate suc- 
cessors in the Peerage. Then came 
Chilianwallah, and Viscount Gough 


received £2,000 o year for himself. 


and tho next two heirs to the title, 
Lord Napier of Magdala received £2,- 
000 a year for himself and his suc- 
cessor, Lord WotSttéy received £25,- 
000 after the Ashantee war and the 
thanks of Parliament. Lord Roberts 
got £100,000.

‘The Terrible Cost of War in South Africa 
Com pated. 





The advent of peace has act British - 


Journalists counting up the losses in 
the war. From Oct. 11, 1899, to 
June 1, 1903, in all 314 months of 
war, the ultimate triumph of the 
British arms has'’cost 21,579 lives 
or nearly 7 per cent. of the troops 
engaged. a 
Taking the killed and wounded to- 
gether, the caswalties work out at 
30,120 men, or nearly 10 per cent. 
of the total forces. 

The surrenders of armed men total 
9,714, or about 3 per cent. of the 
fighting -line... Of these, six battal- 
fons, on whom fell the ordinary bad 
luck inseparable from a great cam- 
paign, account between them for 3,- 
000 prisoners. 

The health of the Imperial army, 
in spite of the severe strain imposed, 


has been remarkable; the figures of : 


13,000 deaths from discase spread 
over an average ‘force of 200,000 
men, in two and a half years, giving 
an annual death rate of only 26 per 
thousand, « 

‘Taking a per capita basis, we find 
the war has cost the colonies three 
lives for every 9,000 of their popula- 
tion, while ‘it has cost the United 
Kingdom four lives for every 9,000 
of its population. 

Generals Symons, Wauchope and 
Woodgate were killed, and Gencrals 
Lord Methuen (twice), Macdonald, 
Knox, Wood, Barton, Ian Hamilton 
(twice), Little, Rundle and Kekewich 
have. been wounded. Lord Methuen 
was the only general to suffer cap- 
ture. 

Deaths from accidental causes 
throughout the campaign number no 
fewer than .735, of which 223 were 
Train accidents 
account for 141 deaths, lightning for 
52, accidental self-shooting for 16, 
mistakes by sentrics for 4, and mis- 
cellancous accidents, chiefly among 
mounted inen, for 349, There are, 
moreover, six reported cares of sui- 
cidy, one_being a licutenant-coloncl, 
one a major, und four privates. Min- 
ing explosions — claimed three lives: 
ere killed by lions, one 
mT one by wt crocodile, and 
one ts reported shot while altempt- 
ing tu escape from his captors. 

Finally, the Victoria Croxs has been 
gaincd—perhaps a better word than 
won or carned—by every division of 
the Empire, except Wales and New 
Zealand, England claiming 29, 
South Africa 10, Scotland 9, Austrae 
lia 4, Canada 3, Ircland 2, and Indio 
1.

test of time so well, though “Lalla 
Htookh,"* with its wealth of castern 
imagery and detail, is still read and 
admired by many, as are also his 
satirical papers ond Iampoons col- 
lected under tho title of the “ Two- 
Penny Post Lag," and his Diogra- 
phies, including one of his friend 
Lord Byron. Moore, who was born 
at Dublin in 1779, was the son of 
an humble Dublin grocer, and even in 
his earliest youth wrote poems of no 
mean merit. When he went to Lon- 
don in early manhood his engaging 
social gifts, his charming personality 
and the sweetness with which he 
sang his own xongs gained him al- 
most instant admission to the high- 
est socicty, and he retained thejove 
and respect of hundreds of fri¢nds 
and acquaintances until his death in 
1852. His health completely failed 
in 1845, and he wrote nothing, for 
publication after that year. Above 
everything else Moore was a patriot- 
fe Irishman, and his national songs 
and ballads vibrate with love of 
country and are tinged also with that 
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inseparablé from all Irish poctry.

There are two methods of making 
a canoe trip. The first, and the one 
which I Ii not here. attempt to 
describe, is to hire guides, who will 
do all tha work involved in the trip, 
thus, to my mind, depriving one of 
much of the bencilt and enjoyment of 
such a trip. p 

Another, and perhaps still more 
important, reason why a canoe trip 
should not be carried on in this way 
is that it is too expensive for most 
people. A good guide commands 
four or fire dollars a day. 

_A popular trip in Muskoka is that 
known as the Crane Lake trip. Start- 
ing upon this trip one goes to the 
portage near the head of Lake Jo- 
soph. Ilere, by a small stream, Por- 
tago Luke is entered. From Portage 
Lake the voyager enters in’ sucees- 
sion into Lakes Robinson, Otter, 
Burnt and Blackstone,*portages vary- 
ing in length from a quarter mile to 
& mile intervening. From Black- 
stone Lake the canocist enters by the 
Biackstone River into Crane ‘Lake. 

In Blackstone and Crane Lakes the 
maskinonge and bass fishing is’ very 
good. Maskinonge weighing froin 
fifteen to twenty pounds have. fro- 
quently been caught in Crane Lake. 

Now, as to the preparations for 
such a trip. From the outline given 
above it will readily be scen that-it 
would be very unwise for onc unfam- 
itjar with this district to attempt 
the trip without a chart, and while 
you are getting one be sure that it 
is accurate, and you will probably 
save yourself much inconvenience. It 
is well, also, to take tho precaution 
of carrying a compass, particularly 
if you aro not used to traveling in 
the forest. The writer has known of 
Partics of men, who were not on their 
first trip, losing their path and wan- 
dering in the woods for a day anda 
half or two days. 

In considering the question of pro- 
visions, bedding and tents, the ques- 
tion of their weight must also be 
considcred. The quantity of each 
depends, of course, on tht number in 
the party. <A party of four in ono 
canoe or of six in two canoes is a 
Very good size, Where you have four 
fn one canoe two can carry the canoe 
and two the baggngo across the port- 
ages; where there are threo In a canoe 
two carry the canoe and ono must 
carry the baggege. Now you can seo 
why you must not take very bulky 
or Yery heavy food, If'you do it ne- 
cessltates two trips across cach port- 
age, and'that fs a nuisance, 

The writer does things in a manner 
Perhops primitive, but. withal satis- 
factory. He lays in a good stock of 
bread, a considerable quantity of ont- 
meal, some cheese, some butter, sug- 
ar, cofice, salt, pepper, etc., a few 
cans of meat, concentrated soup and 
a couple of cans of condensed cream.

do. It is not pleasant to have all 
your baggage buttered. Do not take 
too much canned goods, as they are 
heavy and it js hard to pack them so 
that the corners of the cans wilt not 
stick into you when you curry your 
Pack. 

A party can quite easily carry pro- 
visions for a week. If it is intended 
to stny much Jonger than that it 
would be better to arrange for your 
supplies in some other way. 

Do not take breakable. dishes with 
you. Your meals will taste just as 
Snod eaten from tinware or porcelain 
as if eaten from the finest china. 
You will need for cach member of 
your party a plate, a good-sized cup, 
a knife, fork and a couple of spoons. 
Besides these you will need a few 
extra plates and spoons, Of cooking 
utensils you will necd a pail to cook 
the porridge and the soups 1d; 0 pail 
in which to boil your coffee, and a 
frying-pan in which to cook the fish, 
These three will supply almost every 
need in the cooking linc. 

A good heavy single grey blanket 
is plenty of bedding for one, or two 
can keep quite warm between tho 
folds of n double blanket. Tho rest 
of the bed can be made of a good 
thick laycr of the small twigs of ce 
dar or balsam, or of large, coarse 
fern or bracken. If you get the 
ground well covered you will sleep 
just as comfortably as you would on 
a spring mattress? 

A very good tent can be made of 
heavy factory cotton. ave it six 
or eight feet square at the base and 
six or seven fect high, without any 
side walls, that is, sloping right to 
the ground. Along the four sides of 
the tent, six inches: from the bottom, 
fasten some small loops of rope. 

When your camping ground js chos- 
en, find two trees far cnough apart 
to allow the tent between them. Tie 
a rope from one of these trees to the 
other,! about seven feet from the 
ground. ang the tent on this, so 
that the rope forms the ridge pole of 
the stent; slip) some small poles 
throngh the loops of rope above men- 
Uoncd, stretch the tent out nas wide 
as possible, weight down the poles 
with stoncs and your tent is ready 
for occupation.—Canadian, in The 
Globe.

SARA BERNHARDT. 


“Lally Berpard,” Special Correspondent 
of The Glebe, Describes Her. % 
As a Canadian view of tho ‘divine 
Sgra’’ the following from the Coron- 
ation correspondente of The Globe 
is very Interesting: 
Speaking of **historjcal Jandmarks’’ 
I saw that wonderful ‘‘Sara’’ play 
‘La Damo aux Camilles’’ the other 
night atethe Garrick in « most* mar- 
vellous way. One cannot for a mo- 
ment imagine that she can have en- 
tered her sixticth year, ler extra- 
ordinary power in the tender love 
passages in the play, and her genuine’ 
tears and sobs in the scene with the 
father of her lover, were so absolute 
ly heartbreaking that 
were moved to the most extraordin- 
ary extent. I had the pleasure of go- 
ing to her dressing room with Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell ofter the last act, 
and found the great actress absolute- 
ly unnerved und exhausted by the 
strain of the part she had played 
with such skill and abandon, rg- 
though “skill” can hardly be applic- 
able to such a high manifestation of 
genius, She told dirs. Campbell that 
she had thrown herself into the part, 
knowing that her. sister actress was 
watching her from an upper box. ‘1 
have given just a little bit of my life 
knowing vitality for you,"’ said the 
great actress of the day to the dark- 
eyed Anglo-Italian, who was kneeling 
before her, pouring out her adinira- 
tion and delight at the marvellous 
performance we had witnessed, It 
was an interesting picture, this fam- 
ous French actress, whom one saw 
for the first time without the “‘inake- 
up’’ of the stage, for genuine salt 
tears, which had swollen her eyelids 
and lips, had washed away every 
vestige of paint and powder, and the 
black cosmetic which usually makea 
her eyes look, like caverns. Her masa 
of rather tousicy red-gold hair was 
pushed off her forchead, and” the 
whole contour of the fine face was 
brought clearly into view. She was 
so simple, so earnest, so treinulous, 
and she asked almost plaintively of 
\the actress, who almost worshippers 
her art, ‘‘Wo go give to the public 
Is it 
not?” “What did she wear?’* I can 
hear my wonien readers ask,‘ She was 
still in her costume in which she is 
supposed to dic in the Jast scene of 
thnt familiar ploy, and I could only 
detect that her-*‘robe de nuit’ was 
a filmy knifepleated garment worn 
over some closefitting pink under- 
dress, so that even In this tragic 
scene the long, tight sleeves which 
one always associated with Dern- 
hardt alinost covered her pinktipped 
fingers. A sort of robe’ de chambre 
of exquisite white liberty satin was 
flung carelessly over this intonsely 
Parisian robe de nuit, but one had 
to exercise ono’s will power to turn 
one’s attention to what she wore, for 
the personality of the artistg and the 
picture mado by the two women, who 
formed such a splendid contrast, riv- 
eted one’s attention, oven though the 
garment worn by Mrs. Campbell was 
one which would ‘captivate the writer 
interested in’ the subject of- frocks 
and frills. A mass of billowy shite 
chiffon frills, edged with filmy * black 
lace, with a touch of glittering pail- 
lettes, and non overdress of most ef- 
fective Irish Ince in bold design, with 
a bodice impossible to describe to 
those who have not seen the curious 
cape effect, which hides the waist 
line in many of the smart evening 
frocks.

SIR OAIVER, MOWAT. 


Loctenant-Geverner of Oatarie Pacees His 
S2nd Nirthday on Jaly 23, 1902—A 
Very Popular Geatleman, 


~ No citizen of Toronto is more .wide- 
ly known or throughout 
the Dominion than his Honor, tho 
Lieutenant-Governor Sir Oliver Mow- 
at, K.C.M.C., who was’ 82 years of 
age on Tuesday, July 22, 1902. Sir 
Oliver was born in Kingston on July 
22, 1320, his father, John Mowat, of 
Canisbay, Caithness-shire, Scotland, 
having settled in that city in 1816. 
At the age of seventeen, having pick- 
cd up asx much of an cducation as 
the best schools then afforded, he en- 
tered the law office of the late Sir 
John Macdonald, who was a few 
years his senior, where he diligently 
studicd the profession he had taken 
up, and in 1842 he was called to the 
Bar, commencing his practice in the 
city of his birth. Before lorg he 
realized that Toronto offered a wid- 
er field, and removed to that city, 
where he hes since made his home. 
He became a prominent member of 
the Chancery Bar. und in 1856 was 
made a Queen’s Counsel, and ap- 
pointed commissioner for the consol- 
idation of the statutes of Upper and 
Lower Canuda, In 1877 he was el- 
ected to represent South Oxford in 
Parliament, and held the seat until 
186%. Ho was Provincial Secretary 
in tho Brown-Dorion Administration 
from August 2 to 6, 1859. In 1861 
he contested Kingston, but without 
suceess. He held the portfolio of 
Postmaster-Gencral in the Macdon- 
afd-Dorion Administration from May 
1865, till March. 1864, and occupied 
th: same position in the coalition 
Government. — After the fall of that 
Government he was raised to the 





Tench as Vive-Chancellor of Upper 
Canada, having previously been a 
member of the Union Conference 


which met in Quebee In 1864 for the 
framing of! the confederation scheme, 
In 1872, in consequince of the retire 
ment of Messrs. Edward Blake and 
Alexander Mackenzie from the Ontar- 
io House, owing to the provisious of 
the dual representation act, he was 
called on by the Licutenant-Gover- 
hor to form an Administration, gad 
resigned his Vice-Chancellorshif” to 
de so. We became member for North 
Oxford, be'ng ciccted ‘ta, that constit- 
ucney” by acclamation, and assumed 
the office of Attorney-General of the 
Province. S‘torwards he was six 
times retur"’d for the constituency, 
thrice by acclamation) and thrice af- 
ter a battle at the polls. We was 
Premier for 24 years, the longest 
continuous teri of office as Premier 
ever accerded to any man in Cana- 
da, We resigned in 1806 to join Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier’s Cabinet. and left it 
later to become Licutenant-Gover- 
not. For two years Sir Oliver) was 
a member of the Toronto City Coun- 
cil, where he rendered great service, 
represcnting St. Lawrence Ward in 
1957 cnd St. James’ Ward in 3853, 
Sir Oliver is n member of the Pres- 
byterian Church, and for many years 
Was president of the Evangelical Al- 
lianee. He has always taken a deep 
terest in social and religious = mat- 
tera, and has contributcd on several 
occasions to religious literature. In 
recognition of his public services 
Queen's “ University in 1892 conferred 
upon him the degree of LL.D... and 
Toronto University paid him thy 
samo honor in 1889.

Nearly 100,000 Red en Live iz the De- 
munton—They Are Pretty Well lie- 
_baveg—Cost to the Country. 


Among the books in which the 
noble rod man ‘figures, :that issued 
annually by the department. of Indi- 
an affairs of the Canadian Govern- 
ment is, in its matter-of-fact way, as 
interesting as any the romanticists 
have given to the world, It is in 
agreement with the more stirring 
Yolumes:in one thing at least. In it 
the Indian is regarded ns a child in 
mind, who has to be educated up to 
the civilized man’s standard. — And 
the process is a’slow one. Old Crow- 
foot of the Blackfeet, one of the clev- 
erest and one of the most loyal of 
the Western tribesmen, was opposed 
to his people becoming owners of cat- 
tle because their possession of herds, 
che said, would be followed by the 
closing of the Government's ration- 
house. The ration-house and other 
services designed for, the Indinns® 
benefit cost the Government last year 
$1,019,329, There were also dis- 
burseinents of $274,063 from the 
Proceeds of the trust funds managed 
by the Government and which reach- 
ed the considerable total of $3,941,- 
393, or about $410 a head of the In- 
dian population, which is given for 
the Inst year as follows:

This is an increase over the figures 
of 1900 of 517, spread gencrally 
throughout the provinces and due 
Partly to natural growth, partly to 
accessions to the bands from outside 
the country or in the non-treaty re- 
gions. The natural increase is given 
na 239, the births recorded having 
niunbered 2.479 and the deaths only 
2,240, The larger proportion of 
deaths is attributed, directly or in- 
directly, to scrofulous or pulmonary 
troubles, and it is added that, apart 
from epidemics, the average of health 
depends largely on the character of 
the winter. The latter statement 
means much as to“what has-not been 
accomplished in bringing the sub- 
jects of it to an appreciation of the 
coniforts of civilized life and to an 
acceptance of the~ steady® toil by 
which they can be secured. 

The policy of the department fs d~ 
scribed as that of amalgamating the 
Indians with the other classes of the 
comununity, first fitting them for-the 
full responsibilitics of citizenship. 
This policy, or the machinery provid- 
ed thereunder, the report says, while 
satisfactory up ton certain point, 
has not proved as succeSsful as de- 
sired. In Ontario an extended ex- 
Perience shows that the graduates of 
the schoojs, educational and indus- 
trial, .with the rarest exceptions, re 
turn to’ the communities of their 
race, and, although? perhaps, better 
equipped than the majority of those 
who seck employment of various 
kinds among the whites in their vic- 
inity, none the less to all intents 
and purposes reinain Indlans, with 
all their deepest Interests, affections 
and ambitions centered in their re 
serves, The state of affairs is natur- 
ally more marked in the newer re- 
gions, but this may have a good as 
Well as a bad side, as, in the opinion 
of those who study the situation, un- 
til the Western tribes reach the stand- 
ard of those which in the east have 
been longer in contact with white 
men, ‘‘the graduates. of tho -schools 
muy be doing the greatest amount of 
good in the direction of clevating 
their race by returning to live on 
their reserves." In regard to them 
the department’s duty is in the di- 
rection of guarding against their re 
trogression, and it is experimenting 
in the direction of establishing little 
colonies of them on the reserves in 
the hope that they will not only re 
tain for themselves the benefits re- 
ceived nt the schools, but exert o 
beneficlal influence upon the people.

REBELLION, * + 

Canada’s tatking Premicr bas been 
amiking additional specches ‘in dif- 
erent partes of Great Britain, boast- 
ing of the freedom enjoyed by those 
who live under the Pnion Jack In 
one of these oratorical displays he 
took occasion to justify the rebellion 
in Conadsa of 1836-7, and in the next 
breath made the startling statement 
that the descendants of the rebels of 
that period were the “first to rush 
to the reseuc, when Engiand found 
derself in war in South Africa with 
the Boers.” This, too, in the face of 
the declaration of Bis colleague Tarte, 
mben In Paris, that 90 per cent. of 
tbe people of the Province of Quetes 
were in favor of the Uoers, and justi- 
fied the course they wero pursuing in 
their conflict with Great Britain 

That Sir ‘Wilfrid sbould justify re- 
bellion and consequently all the hor- 
rora that flow, from civil war, is not 
surprising, When he thinks such (a 
cuurso will bring within his fold a 
greater mumber of his fellow subjects 
in his own province, 

dic pursued the exme course, and 
justified Riel in ‘bss mad and cause- 
leas rising in Manitoba and the Nor’ 
West Territorxs, declaring that bad 
bo been on the banks of the Saskat- 
obewan ut the time, he would have 
6bouldered jis musket and aided Riel 
in that which Jead to the murder, by 
his followers, of priests and laymen.

“tb: union. A resolution which wis 
“adopted, declared that ‘Ireland 
“separates ‘herself from the corana- 
“tien rejoicing of her merciless op- 
“pressors ond stands apart in her 
“rightful discontent and dissatis{ac- 
“tion,” and then continued with the 
declaration that the people of Canida 
bad not us much reasan to rebel as 
had the people of Ireland, though the 
Canadian rebstlian had ban justified 
by the Premier of Canada, and thit 
tho only reason they did not rebel was 
that they had not the means to suc- 
ceasfully cope with tho forces which 
would be brought against them, and, 
therefore, the only courso left to 
them was to render Government in 
England, imgrssible. 

These are th: loyal Home Rulers 
with whom Canada's Premier de- 
lights to fraternize, and preact jus- 
tification of rebellion, and with it all 
the atrocities which follow in its

AT CAMP IRENE. 


A Sketchy Talk by One of the Casadian 
Teaciers Who Went te South Africa 
te Teach Weer Children, _ 


At last, after five nights on the 
train, we arrived on Saturday morn- 


ing, June 1st, at Camp Irene, from 


which point we were to be sent to 
‘our different destinations. 

We were met by Mr. Barry, the 
head master, and some ‘of his staff, 
and froin that moment until the day 
we got our marching orders we re 
ceived the utmost ‘consideration from 
all whom we met. Nothing that 
could add to our comfort and con- 
venicnce was forgotten, and the week 
we spent at Irene will remain in our 
memorics as one of ths pleasantest of 
our South African experiences. 

There were all softs of merry-mak- 
ings that week, partly in our honor, 
and partly; to celebrate the peace. A 
dinner on hy nday evening, at which 
the dignitarfes of the Education De- 
partinent/from Pretoria were pre 
sent, and which was really a very 
enjoyable affair. 

Toasts were drunk in good port, 
specches were madc—one by Dr, Mul- 
len, of New Brunswick, who is to be 
principal of the new Normal school 
at Johannesburg—and afterwards in 
the drawing-room we had some ex- 
tretncly good music, Mr. Barry, 
who has a fine voice, sang  **The 
Uandolers,”” and “Drink to Me Only 
With Thine Eyes.""” Mr. Ligertwood 
one of the Education Department 
men, ) playing the accompaniment as 
Well a8 un professional. Mr... Usher, 
one of the officers, rang “Sigh no 
More, Ladics,"’ in thé sweetest of 
tenor voices. and altogether the mu- 
sic lovers amongst us had q genuine 
treat. 4 

Then there, was an ox-cart picnic, 
where we sat on mattresses— about 
twenty of us—in a huge wagon that 
acemed to be quite without springs, 
and jolted jollily over the rough 
veldt. the driver cracking hix whip, 
shout’ng at his.ten oxen, and taking 
the utmost pains to drive over tv- 
ery stone and hillock. he could get 
in the way of. After the usual pic- 
nic tea we were surrounded by Kal- 
fir children, chumoring for what was 





left. I could do nothing but gauze at 
them and admire their varied com 
times, 


There was one little girl who nap- 
pealesd very strongly to my xympa- 


thies, because she cemed to be 
humphacked, a thing very unusual 


among there sturdy, straight-simbed 
dwellers jn the open air. I pointed 
her out to ths colqnel, and he was 
overcoine with mirth at my expre- 
sions of pity. “Come and see,"* he 
suid. and he caught-the tittle girl, 
who looked about ten years old, pull- 
ed her thaw! down from her shoul- 
ders and there was the funniest lit- 
tle black baby hanging to her neck, 
its little beads’of eves staring up at 
ine, and its queer head covered with 
tufts of wool that looked exactly as 
if they were stuck on at Jntervals, 
and never coukl liave grown dut of 
the sealp in the ordinary way. 

We Visited the schools too, and 
found the children doing excellent 
work. ‘The teachers all scemed  en- 
thusiastic, and their pupils are evi- 
dently very fort of them. It was 
charming to hear the Kittle things 
whenever we met them, say, ‘Good 
morning,”* with a pretty English ac- 
cent. while they looked up at you 
with bright, stmiling faces fall of an 
eager desire to oxtch a look or word 
of approval. . 

Preparations were being made for 
the coronation festivities, at which 
there is to be g May-pole dance, the 
children to be dressetl in red, ahite 
and bloc.

MUSKOKA, 


Bir. James Dain, of Torente Fablic Li- 
bears, Om Whe Discavered 1., 


Mr. James Bain, D.C.L., writes:— 
The discussion on this subject, waich 
has been started by “Knoxonian” in 
The Westuuinster, revives early recol- 
Icctions, The\lakes of the Muskoka 
district were a favorable hunting 
ground from the earlicst times ~ for 
the Indians, and for the white trap- 
per fromm the middle of the eighteenth 
century until the influx of civiliza- 
tion destroyed the game within our 
own time. Se abundant were Musko- 

afurs that Mr. Quetton St. George 
ezularly visited Washago from 1800- 
18Q1 to purchase from the. trappers. 
Mr. Bailey was agent for the Hud- 
son's Bay Company for muny years 
previous to 1860, at what is now 
Bracebridge, and the ruins of a trad- 
ing post were visible on the banks 
of the Joseph River some 40 years 
age. A rough outline of the lake 
appears in! Mitchell’s map of North 
America, published in 1760, but the 
division between Lakes Muskoka and 
Rousseau were not shown in any 
nap til the publication of the S.P. 
V.K. atlas in 1835. ‘In this map tho 
whole route from the Ottawa to 
YPenetanguishene is laid down, from 
the, “descriptions of Alexander Sher- 
im, who crossed in cither 1829 or 
1830 by the Petewawa and Muskoka 
Rivers, déScribing in his paper the 
general appearance of the Inkes and 
rivers and approximately giving dis- 
tances. The first Government © sur- 
vey was made by I, Ioughton Den- 
nis, C.E., in 1859, who discovered 
Luke Joseph and named it after his 
Bon, 

The Muskoka road was one of the 
eurliest @ut through the dense bush 
to open up the free grant lands and 
was finished as far as Bracebridge in 
the winter of 1859-60. In July, 
13860, Mr. John Campbell, now Pro- 
fessor Campbell, and the writer 
walked over this road and camped 
on the shore of the lake, Not a tree 
Was cut along the shores, and the 
park from what is now Gravenhurst 
to the bay was one of Nature's own 
providing. ‘Two Indian bark — wig- 
Wins stood on the beach where now 
“the railway station and lumber piles 
hold sway. The following year we 
returnet with a party of five, bring- 
ing with us a boat which was car- 
ried across the Muskoka road by a

FALL PLANTING. 9 


For <:rawberries It Gites Good Results 
With Inteneize Culture, 


Although not to be generally re- 
commended, the fall planting of 
strawberrics can sometimes be used 
with yood results, say the horticul- 
turists of the Michigan station, but 
in order to succeed special pains 
must be taken both with the soil 
and plants. In the states further 
south, where the seasons of growth 
will be considerably longer, this me- 
thod of growing strawberries is pre- 
ferred to flanting In tho spring. In 
feaxons when the weather is !moist 
during August and September very 
goat results can be obtained in Mich- 
igan, but if drought prevails there is 
danger of u check to the plants, and 
this will resnit disastrously. 

Upon soil that will not suffer scri- 
ously from drought or where water 
cun.be applied the fall setting wiil 
give good results, As the season of 
frowth whl be comparatively short 
at best, the soil should be thorough. 
ly prepared and enriched. The plants 
should be of some strong growing 
variety that will furnish  Jarge 
crowns and that are adapted to hill 
culture. bs 

Unless water for frrigation is at 
hand tho planting should be delayed 
until the ground has been well moist- 
ened by rain, but if possiblo tho 
planting should be done beforo—the 
Ist of September, Good results, 
howover, can be secured If the plants 
are set out by the middle of Septem- 
ber. The rows should be from two 
to two and o half feet apart and the 
plants ten inches in the rows. Even 
though the ground has been well en- 
riched, it will be advisable to mulch 
the plants-by spreading decomposed 
manure along each side of the rows. 

Tho ground should be occasionally 
worked during the fall and up to the 
time of freezing weather so that it 
will be entirely free from weeds. The 
srround should then be mulched, and 
in the spring receive a shallow culti- 
Nation. 1t will be desirable to re 
place the mulch before the blossoms 
have opencd, and unless the winter 
mulch js sufficient to Ttover the 
ground so ax to kecp down the weeds 
and conserve the moisture an addi- 
tional amount should be employed. 

This method of strawberry culture 
fis not recomingnied for the gencral 
Planter, but for the amateur and for 
the home garden, especially where the 
starting of no new plantation was 
teglected in the spring.

Relations of the Jan Jose Scale. 


To the current number of The Can- 
ndian Entomologist Prof. King of 
Lawrence, Mass,, has contributed a 
summary of the scale insects, with 
their localities, known in British Am- 
erica, It comprises 59 determined 
specics. One species has been found 
only In the Yukon district, forty- 
eight in Ontario, thirteen in the Mari- 
time Provinces, nine in Quebec and 
ten in western Canada, As to local- 
ftics, Ottawa takes the lead, doubt- 
less because that is Dr. Fletcher's 
hunting ground, while London comes 
next, probably owing to the industry 
of Prof. Dearness, after whom two of 
thu new species are named, 

The scale insects form an extensive 
order, They are generally minute, 
and to the unpracticed eye many of 
them so much resemble each other as 
to be mistaken for the samo species. 
It may be noted that they are all 
parasitic insects, feeding upon the 
dulcen of living plants. Of the-fifty

Buckwheat likes a dry or well 
drained soil. Sow the seed -at al- 
most any time when convenient from 
July 1 to July 15, and we have seen 
good crops where it was sown both 
earlier und later, but the above is a 
time when it is generally sure to do 
well, and there should be from twen- 
ty to thirty bushels of grain to the 
acre. In sowing buckwheat to plow 
under we should sow earlier, in Juno 
at least, and plow under while in 
bloom or just before any seed rip- 
ened, then follow by sowing winter 
grain.—American Cultivator. 


The Native Versus the Imported. 

Scrub cattle turned on the range 
far from the haunts of men thrive 
and multiply. Hogs do the same, as 
was well known In Texas many years 
azo, when the woods were full of 
them. But our higher bred cattle 
and almost snoutless’ hogs, left with- 
out care, would die out or degencr~ 
ute to-scrubs, from which they 
sprang. Trecs are subject to similar 
laws, Our native forest trees floux~ 
ish without pruning or cultivation, 
end wild plants that have never 
been subject to man’s control: are 
the hardiest the earth produces. Or- 
chard trees, developed by art and 
man’s device from the wild stock will 
speenlly revert if left to care for 
themselves, Fruit trees, to maintain 
the high character to which they 
have attaincd, must have constant 
care of tho same kind that has made 
them what they are. Neglected or 
chards become unproductive, and but 
un few years ure required to reach 
the conditions that only the ax and 
the grubbing hoe can remedy.—Tex- 
as Farm and Ranch 


Rate and Mice Easily Deatreyes. 

Sone yeara ago my attention was 
called ton granary in Maryland un- 
der which a large nuinber of rats 
had burrowed into the ground. Tha 
bullding was double, set on posts 
raised about cighteen inches’ above 
the ground, with a driveway be 
tween. ‘Tho earth underncath was 
completely Honcycombed with bur- 
rews. Two pounds of carbon bisul- 
phids were secured. Wads of cotton 
varying in size from a hen's egg to 
one’s fist was saturated and thrust 
into every burrow that opened on the 
surface. Tho holes were securely 
closed. Only in two instances were 
the holes wpened by their occupants, 
nnd these were quickly destroyed by 
a second dose. Wherever a burrow 
is found about any building it can 
be treated in the rame way.—Aimere 
ican Agriculturist.

-Insoluble Phosphates, , . 


The use of insoluble phosphates, 
whether {n the form of phosphatic 
rock or of \the -so called) Thomas 
slag. -has long heen a bone of con- 
tention or debatable matter not on- 
ly among the scientific men, but the 
practical farmers. The former havo 
questioned whether the insoluble 
phosphate could’ be of any valuc as 
Plant food, and some of the farmers 
have claimed that their crops were 
¥ery much benefited by it. Although 
we havo not tested it, our opinion 
Ieads us to believe that the farmers 
are right, and those who rely only 
on scientific principles may be wrong. 
We do not place sufficient confidence 
in the power of the soil and the ac- 
tion of frosts, rain and summer heat 
upon what ore sometimes called in- 
soluble fertilizers. 

We know little of the power that 
these elements may exert, and when 
to the natural elements of the soil 
there may be added the effect of de- 
composing’ Yegetablé matter, elther 
as stable manure or os green man- 
ure, plowed under, we'can only say 
that we think they have much effect 
in muking soluble not only phosphat- 
ic but other mincral elements in the 
soll, ‘Those who have used the finely 
ground rock or Thomas slag upon 
fields which had received a liberal 
dressing of stable manure or had been 
treated with a green crop plowed un- 
der are so Unanimously in its favor 
that we cannot doubt but that the 
so called insoluble phosphates do be- 
come soluble in the soil under certain 
conditions, depending upon the soil 
or the treatment {it has received.— 
American Cultivator.

Hasdlisg Strawberry Rueners, 

As soon as the Icaf is well formed 
on the new runners we pass along 
rapidly and layer them in a straight 
line belween the mother plants, 
about 6 to 10 inches apart. After 
that the rolling runner-cutter clips 
off the subsequent runners and no; 
others are allowed to root. This tool 
is not perfect, ‘but the best devico I 
have yet seen, and with a little hand 
work it does nicely. It permits the 
cultivator to stir and maintajn the 
loose eurth mulch over nearly the en- 
tire surface, conserving moisture per- 
fectly and reducing the hand work 
to the minimum. It allows the foli- 
age of each plant to adjust itself so 
as to give fujt exposure to sunshine 
and have a irce circulation of air to, 
each crown where the fruit tuds are 
forming. ‘The plants stool up beau- 
tifully, often exceeding the size of a 
bushel basket, yielding ovcr 4 quarts 
large, even-sized berries. 

Tho plant having. obundant re- 
sources does not become exhausted 
and will produce three or four large 
crops without resetting. It permits 
a thick mulch to be put on in the 
fall between the rows close around 
the plant. This holds the winter and 
spring rain for the use of the plant, 
while it is completing its great loads 
of berrics. Such berries are always 
rich in flavor, fine in texture and 
bright in color. Consumers enjoy 
eating them and are never. satisfied 
with one dish. Kecping people ever- 
lastingly ‘eating is what makes tho 
market and high prices.—R. M. Kel- 
logg. Michigan, in American Agricul- 
turist,

Sydney, N. S., Aug. 21-— “Judge 
Meagher of the Supreme Court, Hal- 
ifax, who is holding court here, caus- 
ed the arrest yesterday of J. E. De 
Wolf, vice-president of. the Malifax 
Board of Trade. The judge, on com- 
ing out of the court room, found his 
exit: blocked by the 100 delegates to 
the convention of the Maritime Board 
of Trade, who had assembled on the 
courthouse steps to have their pic- 
tures tuken, 

The judge ordered Sheriff Ingraham 
to clear a passage for him. ‘The sher- 
if complicd to the order, and the 
-judge passed through the crowd, but 
some of the delegates resented the 
interruption, and as the judge and 
xherif’ started to swalk away there 
were murmurs among the crowd, 
which sounckkd like hissing. ‘The 
judge immediately returned and de- 
manded ths name of the tun who 
hixsed, declaring he would hand him 
over to the sheriff. 

The delegutes were shocked at the 
Judge's action and at the first session 
gave Vent to their feelings. J. E. 
De Wolf called upon the meeting to 
resent the unwarranted insult, and 
he moved u resolution to the effect, 
which was passed. Some of the dele- 
gates stated that the board should 
puss a resolution asking the Govern 
ment to remove Judge Meagher from 
the hench. 

Mr. De Wolf met the judge Inter, 
and the latter asked Mr. De Wolf 
how he was feeling. Mr. De Wolf re 
plied: **Not any too well over your 
conduct.”* The judge said that if he 
repeated the remark he would hand 
hin over to the sheriff. Mr. De 
Wolf repented the remark ond the 
judge forthwith handed him over to 
the custody of the sheriff. 

As De Wolf marched off with the 
sheriff the delegates loudly cheered 
him. ‘The matter was afterwards 
amicably settled and Mr. De Wolf 
was released. 

The action of the judge has met 
with much adverse criticism.

New York, Aug. 21—J. Pierpont 
Morgan arrived from Europe vente 
day, and, during the trip, became 
very chummy with G. i. Parkin, 
principal of Upper Canada College, 
who has: been commissioned by Lord 
Milner, Lord Rosebery and other 
trustees of the Cecil Rhodes’ cduca- 
tional beneficence to arrange for the 
distribution of scholarships in the 
British colonics and in the United 
States. To Mr. Parkin, Mr. Morgan 
apoke freely of his ideas of industrial 
development, and astounded the ‘col- 
lege president by the vastness of his 
economic plans. 








Ton Vast Yor Comprehension, 


“Mr. Morgan's word picture of the 
ideal industrial development is so Vast 
that I confess I could not adequately 
comprehend jt,” said Mr.’ Parkin. 
“Combination is the keynote of his 
idea. He claiins the idea of combin- 
ation will progress, growing wider 
and greater all the:time. ‘The steam- 
ship trust he used as an illustration, 
saying the present plan was only the 
beginning of an ultimately vast com- 
bination of xhipping interests. His 
idea is so great that it has complete- 
Jy enthralled me, and I asked sier- 
mission to visit him at his office and 
hear him more fully develop his idca 
for nie.” : 

The Rhedes' Scholarships. 


Mr. Morgan took great interest in 
the matter of the Rhodes’ scholar- 
ships, and expressed decided ideas 
regarding the manner of their distri- 
bution. He told Mr. Parkin that he 
did not believe they should be given 
to young men. “American boys 
should not receive their college 
training abroad, That would tend 
to un-Americanive them. We are the 
ruling nation, and our college boys 
should develop in an atmosphere of 
American ideas. All foreign notions 
should be kept aloof from them until 
their characters are developed. When 
they ure thoroughly Americanized it 
will be of the greatest adtantage to 
send them abroad to get a top dress- 
ing of foreign ideas from which they 
can select the best. The process will 
broaden their views and strengthen 
their Judgment. But we should send 
to Oxford only full matured scholars 
or young business men who could.ful- 
fill the, conditions of -the Rhodes’ 
gift,” ‘xaid Mr. Morgan, 

Mr. Parkin said he thoroughiy 
agreed with Mr. Morgan's ideas, and 
Bishop Potter, who was a party to 
the conversation, also agreed with 
the financier. 

Mr. Parkin says that these scholar- 
ships are olj for the 16-year-old fost- 
graduate course in English univers- 
ities.

Canada to Maya Great Part inthe Fature 
of the Kmpire—A Gravary tv

‘The Colonial Premiers ana their 
Ministers were dined by the Canad- 
iun Club of London at the Trocadero 
restaurant; Lord Strathcona presid- 
ed. It is ‘astonishing the amount of 
vitality in the High Conunissioner. 
He amoves about and talks like a 
man at fifty. Tho Lord Mayor was 
there, and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Sir 
Edmund Larton, Sir Robert Bond, 
Sir Militants Biulocks Tion, W, Pater- 
son, Hon. S. Fielding, Lord er- 
by, Lord Mabe sures Sir John An- 
dcerson, Mr. C. M. Hays, Mon. Dr. 
Montague, General Haly, Hon. 1, T. 
Duly, Hon. H. Peters, Hon. ¥. Haul- 
tain, MroJ. S. Colmer, C.M.G., and 
quite a distinguished company. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who was loud- 
ly cheered, after expressing his) ap- 
rreciation of the overwhehning 
warmth of English hospitality and 
of the kind terms jn which the Lord 
Mayor had referred to him, went on 
to say that hix Lordship had spoken 
of Canada in language of great en- 
comium, but, great ax his encoinium 
was, Canada — deserved it~ all. 
(Cheers.) ‘The Lord Mayor had said 
that the free institutions with which 
they were blexsxed in 1867 bad main- 
tained tho loyalty of Canada. They 
had done more—they had cnhanced 
the loyalty’ of Cannda. (Cheers.) 
‘This was a free country; and «a man 


was always welcome to xpeak — his 
inind to a British audience. Let 
him say this, then, that if it) had 


not been for the charter of liberty 
which Canada has received, the con- 
dition of things would’ perhaps have 
bern different. In 1837, the first 
year of her Jate Majesty's reign, Can- 
ada wats in a turmoil of excitement, 
There was rebellion in the French 
province of Quebec; there were reb- 
els also in the British province of 
Ontario. The rebellion, was, in his 
opinion, quite justified by the  un- 
worthy system which then obtained, 
and by ‘the attempt to rule what 
ought to have been a free people by 
methods which did not suit them. 
Tut in 1899, when they had a free 
charter, when they had a Parliament 
to which the Government of the 
tlay wero responsible, when they had 
all tho blessings of responsible gov- 
ernment in the same measure in 
which the people of England enjoyed 
them—at’ that time, when the auth- 
ority of Her Majesty was threatened 
in distant: parts of her dominions, 
the very sons of the rebels of 1847 
were the-first to go to the rescue 
and take their coats off to maintain 
the domination of the Queen in 
South Africa. (Cheers.) That was 
the result of the wise policy which 
hat been followed in regard to Can- 
ada and the other colonics of Great 
Britain. Tho 19th century had been 
in Great Britain, a century prolific 
‘in reforms: “but fn all the reforms 
which had been effected in that me 
morable period “there was none 
whith had been so prolific in great 
and useful results as the concession 
to the colonics of the power to gov- 
ern themselves in accotdance with 
their own will and with what they 
believed to be their own interests. 
(Cheers.) Canada was blessed not 
only with a good system of govern- 
Ment, but she was also blessed with 
a goog climate—cold jn winter, very 
ce rapin in suminer, Very) warm; 
but alwys dry, cheering and invig- 
orating, and full of exhilaration, Af- 
ter describing the great — strides 
which Canada had made during the 
last 100 years Sir Wilfrki Laurier 
went on to say that there was ab- 
solute certainty that Canada would 
be the granary of Great Britain. At 
the present time there was in Cane 
ada an ocean of ripening grain of a 
quality unsurpassed in’ the world, 
and as for quantity, in a few years 
there would be enough to feed the 
whole of Great Britain, nay the 
whole of Europe. (Cheers.) he ono 
thing only which they wanted in 
Canada at the present timo was pop- 
ulation. They had a population of 
five million and a little more: they 
had room and Jand tu give homes 
und shelter to a hundred millions at 
least, and by-and-by, os he hoped in 
a not very distant future, they would 
have within the bounds of Canada a 
population of a hundred millions, 
(Cheers.) They were going to re 
peat the history of the United 
States, anil he thought that in so 
saying Me was not  over-confident. 
But when he came to England and 
saw tho distressed condition of many 
of our people it was always to him 
a matter of somo surprise that no 
greater efforts wero made by the 
people of this country to scnd. over 
their poor surplus population to 
that vast land of Western Canada, 
Yhe Canadian Government was do- 
ing it share. It had emigration 
agents in all parts of Europe, but 
it preferred the people of those nor- 
thern races to which we all belong- 
ed, beenuse, after all, they were the 
best of all men in g new country. 
But no matter where they came from 
—Great Britain, or Treland, or Nor- 
way, or France, or Germany, or Hun- 
gary. or the United States also—they 
treated them all in the saine way 
and turned them out good Canadians 
one and all.

THE RAINFALL. + 
The rainfall for th: month of July 
ts been, the merteorolazical repart of 
the Dominion mys, is largely above 
tho average. In Ontario, east of 
Lake Superior, tho average, tepecial- 


noticeably Poterboro', 5.9 inobes, and 
Vort Hope 6.7 inghes, Alberta rain- 
fall was also generally above the 
average, ranging from two-tenths of 
an mch in the morthern partion to 
ever 2 inohes in the southern partion. 
Tho rainfall at Calgary of 5 moahes, 
making in all for the three months 
of May, Juno and July no less than 
23.7 inches, is a phenomenal smount, 
when it is considered that the aver- 
age mean anual precipitation for this 
station is only 15 inches. Elsewhere 
throughout Canada the rainfall was 
below ‘the average, but in Britieh 
Columbia, Quebec and in tbe greater 
part of Assiniboia and Saskatchewan 
to a small exteat only. In Manitoba 
it was from 1 to nearly 2 inches be- 
low, and in the Maritime Provinces it 
jwas from 11-2. to noany 3 inchs 
less than the average, several dis- 
tricts im the Iatter Provinces com- 
planing of damage owing to drouth.

OR. M°LEAN CN INDIANS. 


Some Interrating Jufurmativn About tlivse 
Oe sow wen 

Kev, Dr.'McLeun, of Curman, Man., 
in a recent uk on our Northwest 
indians said tnt when be first went 
west he had not tzastered the indian 
language so to speak the Gospel be 
had to employ an interpreter. ‘This 
man, a.curjous sert of being, between 
& begro and an Indian, demanded a 
dollar an hour. ~ When his hour was 
up he woul! turn to Dr. McLean and 
the sermon was ut an end, & 

Dr, MeLean tells of the effect of the 
climate uyon the Indian. Along the 
rugged coast of British Columbia the 
redinnn was short in stature nui 
Yigorous jn action, with strong ‘nas- 
sions and by nature artists, Where 
the indentations jin the coust are 
Greatest there reside the more rugyet 
and the more literate. The const fn- 
dian was contrasted with the big- 
bodied inland Indian, with his undk— 
veloped brain: > The Indian who lived 
inland was too lazy to either work or 
fight. ? 

The languages of the different rnces 
of the Indians were spoken of hy 
Dr. McLean, who probably has mas- 
tered more of the Janguages than 
any other white man in the west. 
Indeed, it has been said that Dr. Mc- 
Lean could speak! every Indian lan- 
guage. He however, did not claim 
any such achievement, for he told 
those present at. the talk there were 
1,500 languages and if he could speak 
them: all, then he guessed he might 
be admitted to a professorship in 
Victorin University. 

In the mind of Dr. McLean the 
Cree lahguuge is just as beautiful as 
the Greek. ‘The struggles of Dr. Me- 
Lean in mastering the language were 
told in a most interesting way.’ The 
speaker did not think there was a 
dialect or language on the face of 
the earth that did not have Geauti- 
ful laws. God had made all laws or 
language us real as the laws of na- 
ture, He believed there was a con- 
nection between religion and Jan- 
Runge, and said that the language of 
mankind showed the Divine hand. 

Next Dr. McLean dealt with the his- 
tory of the Indian missions of the 
Northwest, The work was begun 
in 1840 at Norway House, when 
James Evans tramped out to that 
point. Associated ‘with him as mis- 
sionuriex were George Barniey, Ro- 
bert Kundell and William Mason. 
Now Barniey is living in England, 
while Musun went over to the Eng- 
lish church and is a clergyman. Ma- 
son traveled to Norway House to 
assist Evaus in the translation of 
the Rible into Cree. A printing press 
could rot be taven into that country 
because of the opposition of the Hud- 
son Bay Company. Evans made 
moulds out of Iead from tea chests 
and cut types out of wood. These 
‘were stamped in the Indian langtage 
on birch bark. Evans, and not Ma- 
son, was the firat inan. to transinate 
the Bible into Cree xylubic-churact- 
err. The Esquimax now had a syl- 
labic system of writing similar to 
thut invented by Evan. 

It was George McDougall who 
started the mission in the ‘Devil's 
Tlayground, close to the Old Man’s 
River in Alberta, where previous. to 
the eighties the buffalo roumed in 
xrent numbers. McDougall was froz- 
en to death during a xnow storm in 
176, returning from a buffalo hunt 
near Calgary, 

The Indians of the west had three 
kinds of xchvols—day schools. board- 
ine xchool and industrial schools. 

The lamentations of «a xquaw when 
she loses her papoose were narrated 
by Dr, MeLean, Once he met a 
¢ who had buried her baby by 
x it up in the cleft of a tree. 
Was Very scantily clothed .on this 
mournful occasion, while the day be- 
fore she had -been well clothed and 
had plenty of beads. Her lower 
limbs were cut and bleeding, and she 





had cut a finger off with a kuife. 
She went about wailing, ‘Come 
hack! Oh, come back!" All of the 


Indian finery which she had discard- 
ed she believed would go to the hap- 
py bunting grounds with the pa- 
poose, 

Dr. McLean said that civilization 
was finding its way among the red- 
men He had influenced an Indian 
chief to) bury his son. ‘The Indian, 
however, would only have the body 
placed a foot under ground.

We were aboard No. 1, the C.P.R. 
westbound, and it was the 4th of 
July. We pulled into Medicine Hat 
long after twilight, and were inform- 
ed by the porter that there was a 
washout ahead, and we were to liv 
in the siding all night. dhe Amer- 
icans aboard fired their Inst bunch of 
firecrackers, and the porter, after the 
manner of his kind, bundicd us all 
into our births, and the following 
morning the C.V.R. did a great and 
memorable thing. It pulled us one 
hundred and twenty-five miles west, 
then tied us up for forty-cight hours 
at Gleichen, in the heart of the 
Blackfoot Indian reserve. 

No spot on the entire system of the 
great transcontinental highway could 
have been of so intense interest and 
few more beautiful, 

We had not halted very long when 
the pride and delight of the true Ca- 
nadian's keart—the ‘stinperial Lim- 
ited’ roared up abaft, and in ano- 
ther twelve hours a secoml “No. 1," 
stood in to harbor, and then we 
learned the truth—two britges down, 
one east, one west, of Calgary. No. 
2 struck at Band; the linperialb Lime 
itid, castbound, tied up the gods 
alone knew where. Never in’ the 
history of the C.P.R., has tratlic been 
se congested, never has the great 
Imperial Limited ceased its ninety- 
seven hour career across continent, 
That criminal litle Dow River has 
fone what saint nor satan, fiend 
por fairy, could never dare to do 
it) bas brought 
transcontinental ver to a sLahdstill. 

Trattic had congested but 24 hours 
when the C.P.R. took us over as its 
guests. For a week cit has ‘boarded’ 
thourands of transients at the very 
best hotels. the dining cars, the 
cafes. The company spared no pains, 
no money, so lens as their patrons 
could be reyally treated, At Gicich- 
«nm more than six hundred of us 
wera the guests of the CPR. for 
two days. At Calgury 800, at 
Ranft and at Field another five or 
six hurdred—all treated like Vrinces 
at the expense of the road, that is 
hourly dropping unestimated thous- 
ands. Cne million dollars will hard- 
ly cover the luss, and yet every 
oficial smiles through it all, aml tho 
public are treated with a comsidvra- 
tion open-handed enough to almost 
border on extravagance, and even the 
ever-exacting American tourist ore 
marsed loudiy that after “free 
ineals’’ hail been declared to the

Kemuner describes the remedy as an 
antitoxin made for the cholera germs, 
The gerin is isolated, dricd and pul- 
verized. A fluid is made of this pow- 
der ard it is injected into the hogs 
to ai/.agonize the poison of the chol- 
ern. Dr. Keinmer says that the hog 
is then immune from cholera for 
eight months, when the operntion 
ought to be repeated. He says that 
the incdicine docx not have any bad 
eflect upon the meat.

Canada ‘has to-day what nuy fairly 
be designated 2 conglomerate Gov- 
ernment. Heretofore, at least 
ence the forties, the Government of 
Canada, whether Comwrvative or Re- 
form, bas been carried on upon the 
principlo of responsible government ; 
Ministers, 66 far as the outside world 
was concerned, being a unit upon all 
public questions, At present we 
bavo 2 Ministry composed of men 
diametrically oppased to cach other 
spon on> of the most important pro- 
blems in political economy. Not- 
witbstanding the fact, that Ministers 
are eapposed, under the constitution, 
to bo a unit, they are found attack- 
ang cach other in public upon vital 
questions of policy. Ofany instances 
might ‘be given; at present, however, 
we confine: aureclyes to the great 
question of protection and free trade. 

A year ago in Mantreal at a ban-

—Considerable Damage Done

Ons of the tmost stubborn fires 
which the local brigade have’ had tg 
battle with for same time vccurred 
last evening, but. their work nas as 
well directed that they succeeded fn: 
keeping the flames confined in the’ 

portion of the building in which the! 
fire broke cut. 

At a few, minutes before 7 o'clock 
an alarm was sounded, fire having 
boon discovered in the foundry tca- 
ducted by Messrs. Marsh & ° Hen- 
thorne, on BLill sirect, so well known 
as the Brown's foundry.

Few, who have not given attention 
to the extent and magnitude of the 
Rritish Empire, bave a correct idea 
of its population and area. *A con- 
temporary has compiled this subject 
temporary has compiled bits of some 
information whidb are of interest to 
every British subject: 

Edward VIL, King of Great Britain 
and Ireland and of British Dominions 
beyond the Seas, Emperor of India, 
who ‘was crowned on the 9th of Arg- 
ust, Is tho head of an Empire beycnd 
precedent or parallel. In the days 
of Augustus, the greatest of the Ro- 
man Emperors, the population of the 
wholo carth was not probably equal 
to-onc-quirter the population of the 
present British Empire; the popula- 
tion of the Roman Empire not prob 
ably one-eighth. One-foerth of the 
habitable surface of the earth is Bri- 
lish; one-fourth of the people of the 
earth live under the British flag. 

Tho land surface of the globe has 
aun area of about fifty-two million 
square miles, on whic about sixteen 
lumdred millions of human beings ex- 
ist. Of the surface of the earth, ten 
to twelve millions of square miles, 
the polar regions, sand deseris and 
barren sleppes, are practically not 
habitable. More than a quarter of 
ths rest is British, The area and 
aepulation of the Empire in this 
year of grace, 1902, are. roughly 
speaking as follows:

Rossland, B. C., Aug. 26.—In ‘two 
hours, yesterday afternoon, fire did 
275,000 dumage ig the business and 
residential sections of Rossland. 
Earlier in the day it) was believed 
that the loss would be substantially 
greater than this, but close scrutiny 
of the facts indicates that the lesser 
estimate is ns nearly accurate as can 
be obtained for several days. 

The fire broke out at 3 o'clock in 
the establishment of VW’. Burns & 
Co., butchers, two doors south of 
First avenue on Spokane © street. 
wherv a fire was in use for rendering 
lard. The blave was not disco.ered 
until it had sccured considerable 
headway, and by the time Ue alarm 
Was turned jn, flaines were issuing 
from the roof. The, department was 
on the ground quickly, and water 
was playing on the flames two min- 
utes after the alarm sounded. 

The Burns building was in the 
centre of u solid block of wooden 
buildings, and the strong breeze pre- 
vailing, speedily spread the lames 
to north and suuth, despite the tor- 
rents of water thrown by the fire 
men. In 20 ininutes from the first 
outbreak, the fire had spread north 
into the Anaconda Saloon, «west to 
the M. and M. Saloon, and south to 
the Coeur d’Alene Saloon, while 
Thompson's Restaurant, inunediately 
adjoining the Burns block, was in- 
volved with the Burns place in the 
first outbreak. 

Within the space of time indicated 
the fire had Jumped to First avenue 
to some large, three-storey buildings 
used us stores, and these were tot- 
ally wiped out within an hour of the 
outbreak. ‘The fire was spreading 
east rapidly, but the wind changed 
and wiped out half a dozen business 
houses on that side, together with 
all the residences in the block. 

The fire started about the intersee- 
tion of blocks 13, 16, 27 and 28 of 
the city town site. The burned areas 
comprise the north half of 1%, the 
southwest corner of 16, the northeast 
corner of 27, and the northwest cor

Some Very Old Pronunciations. 

“Laylock,” the pronunciation of llac 
once very common, has now almost 
entirely passed away. It Js hardly 
likely to be found in dictionaries or 
glossaries except such as‘ profess to 
give provincial variations of. spelling. 
Sixty years ago, however, it was by no 
menns a proyinclalism era mark of the 
uneducated. 1 well remember that 
Walter Savage Landor always spoke 
of “laylocks,” as did my own mother 
and most people of that generation. It 
belonged to the age, now. almost en- 
tirely passed away, which called Rome 
“Room,” gold “goold,” St. James “St. 
Jeames,” with other variations of 
sound now deemed vulgar. I have 
heard my father say that George LV. 
always spoke of “my loyal city of 
T.unnon,” while “obleeged” and “cow- 
cumber” were heard from the most 
refined mouths. 

I can distinctly remember on the first 
Sunday fn Advent, 1825, hearing the 
officiating clergyman at St. Mary 
Woolnoth give out sonorgusly when 
reading the first lesson “like a lodge In 
a garden of cowcumbers,”: and my 
dear old rector, Julius Charles Hare, 
twenty years later adopted the same 
pronunciation, saying at table, 
“Obleege by passing the coweumber.” 
“Vilets,” as a dissyllable for violcts, 
Was equally common among people of 
good education. z

Australia’s Stony Desert, 

The great stony desert of north Aus- 
tralla was discovered by Captain Sturt, 
2n Australian explorer, in 1515-46, It 
is north of the river Darling and Is 
about 300 miles long and 100 bread, 
consisting of sandy dunes or ridges.

According to Captain Sturt, these 
waters were gradually lost by evapora- 
tlon or carridd to some undiscovered 
sea. Theouly vegetation, growing scan- 
tily, are prickly acacias in full bloor, 
all of stunted growth, Water fs scarce 
except In the creeks which are shelter- 
ed, and this is generally bmckish 
Few travelers care to traverse this In- 
hospitable desert.

ED AT ST. PETER'S RESERVE. 





Great Ampual Festival at “Tent Town” 
—A Motley Crewd—A Point of Especial 
Interest—Ihe Danee—The Chief's Ad-, 
viee—A Pleasing Scene—Pupils of St. 
Paul's Industrial School in Exercises 
and EKvolations 


Tt ts a charming excursion, all too 
short, from the Sclkirk dock on’ a 
bess tiful midsummer afternoon’ 
alPurd the S. S. Premier to **Tent 
Town," os the treaty grounds at St. 
Peter's reserve are so aptly termed 
in local Vernacular, says a writer in 
Winnipeg Free Press, The {resh 
breeze from the lake sweeps up the 
river, making the sultry sun enjoy- 
able as the steamer threads its way 
between the forest-clad banks and 
through the murky waters of the 
Ited, revealing at every turn a land- 
scape of loveliness where every spot 
is surrounded by a halo of romance 
of tho days of*the voyugeur and the 
Pioneer. 

After the confines of the reserve are 
passed the effects of civilization on 
the aborigince become at once appar- 
ent und impressive. The rich Innd of 
the reserve—for it is indeed a choice 
section of the country—is dotted with 
the comfortable,: litue, neat, white” 
washed log cabins each surrounded 
With its patch of corn and potatoes. 
They ure strikingly different from the 
smoketanned tepee of the nomadic 
children of the prairie. 

A trip of six miles through this in- 
teresting scenery brings the sightseer 
to “Tent Town"? where the dusky 
wards of the nation and allies of the 
King are paid according to the stip- 
ulations of their treaty. Every man, 
Woman and child born in legitimate 


wedlock is entitled to participate if 


he ucknowledzes the reserve as his 
home und is bound by ties of blood to 
the denizens thereof. The treaty 
gsrounts are beautifully situated on a 
gently undulating slope from the west 
bank of the river and are permanent- 
Iy marked by the presence of the 
council chamber, a building located 
some distance from the water. The 
sight those grounds present at treaty 
time is really picturesgue to those to 
whom it is novel. The banks are 
lined with boats, canoes and big one, 
two or even three masted schooners 
built and sailed by the Indians of 
the upper lakes who have journeyed 
down to be present at the great trib- 
al festival of this portion — of the 
Crees. ‘The grounds can be compar- 
ed only with an exaggerated idea of 
n circus or the sideshow postion of 
the county fair, A village of canvas 
springs up like a mushroom where 
the visiting population of several 
thousand souls are housed and ac- 
commodated; where. the noisy trader 
who, tike the circus f4kir, seems to 
be everywhere and always intent on 
securing possession of the crisp new 
treaty bank notes from their guile 
less possessors in exchange for Rau. 
dy trinkets, showy prints, shop- 
worn, shady dress goods and ready- 
ores s clothing from the bargain 
cou Ts: circus lemonade, lunches, 
fruit and confectionary. It is a per- 
fect: pandemonium. The avaricioss 
eyes of the sons of Abraham fairty 
Klisten as they rake in the easy, duc- 
ats for the  “‘tiamonds” * and 
“vatches.’” 

It is a motley crowd that ‘throngs 
the grounds. There is the old gener- 
ation represented by one or two ir- 
reconcilable braves of bygone days 
who cling to the customs of youth 
tenaciously and scorn the finery and 
luxury of civilized clothes for a 
blanket, moccasins and «a handful of 
feathers. ‘The councillors, austere 
and r Vedly sedate, are casily dis- 
tingwishable by their plug hats. and 
the airs thority that they as- 
sume, on them particularly so 
because of bis striking resemblance to 
Sir John A. Macdonald in facial ex- 
pression, The likeness is really re 
markable, ‘There are the fishermen 
from the upper lakes,, cow-boys from 
the plains and young incn and wo- 
ten fashionably attired. The last 
are the younger portion of the com- 
munity who have experience the bene 
fits of « training in the industrial 
schools. Many of them follow the 
trades or serve behind the counters 
and carry but faint traces of a dash 
of the Indian blood, Hundreds of 
children are running, crawling and 
yelling in all directions.

that has made the Indian orator 
fainaus.

Every turn 
is applauded heartily by the dusky 
audience squatted around the arena 
and smiles of pleasure frequently il- 
luinine countenances that.are usual- 
ly ax Undemonstrative as the sphinx. 
Those pupils by their appearance 
and performance have done much to 
remove the prejudices of race and 
paganism, and each year make the 
securing of inmates for the industrials 
a task of ever decreasing difficulty, 
Herein is contained the secret of the 
only practical or eMcacious means of 
reforming and Christianizing the no- 
ble redmen.

‘Cross the Continent 
And Back Again 


€Wiristen for Ths Intelligencer by Mrs.

“Do tell off all’ about tyour “rip.” 
So often havo I heard this remark 
that I thought I would answer all at 
one:. AS © did not kesp bi diary Twill 
write all I can remember of cur jour- 
ney to Oregda. and back ngain. 

Two o'clock. on the afternoan cf 
May 26, 1902, th: exprass for Toronto 
Bteamed out of Beilaville with a party 
of three on board, namely, Mrs W. 
Milburn, of Pelleville, Mr. Jas. ‘Bold- 
rick and wl (mywtf), of Corbyville. 

No need to dsoriba our ‘journey to 
Teronto, a8 so many have passed over 
that part of ths Grand Trunk tine. 
Occastunal glimpses at the pretty Bay 
@ Quate, thea ink? Ociario, pvith 
igs many boats and sicuirsers, id the 
south, and lovely farms, w-th neat 
buildings and orchards all in bloom, 
towns and villages, all bathed im the 
afternoon sunshin» to the north of 
us, iC wos all vory pretty, dndoed, cev- 
er did ws sce anything to compare 
with it again, though we croayd the 
continent twice ; 

{We steamed info Toronto at half 
past 4 o'clock. We were shown to the 
CMR. waiting rooms Let me say 
right here. though wes stopped at “a 
great many statioas on our. svay, wo 
sa, nose to compare with the Canada 
Pacific statioa at Taronto. 

After getting our tickets signed at 
th: GPR. oftice, ws bourded our 
train (CP.RY at seven o'clock for 
Windsor. So little daylight remained 
wes saw bul little of westara Ontario. 
We reach:d Windsor about midnight 
and the train was ferried ucross the 
Detrow river to Chat city. Although 
it was dark it whys very, pretty, Ube 
disappearing light of Windsor, tho 
lights of the bonts on the river, the 
‘bright lights of Dviyvit, it was a 
sight not soon to be Torgotren. 

We fouad our train, the Wabash. 
awaiting us, and in wa few, tminutes 
we were orf. + 

At daybreak, May 27th, found us 
in the southern part of * Michigan, 
travelling through low, flat country, 
a few, tcattered farms, with old-look- 
ing buildings, very few orchards. ev- 
erything seamed to be so backward 
comunpared with Ontario. “Lois of places 
Ube crops were under water. We al- 
terwards’ learned thit it had been 
raining steadily for nia> days. ‘The 
only excitement we had on this road 
was a burning station we passed 
shortly after daylizht. 

About. 7 o'clock we reachsd Mont- 
pelier,, Oh’o, where we changed cara 
lor Chicigo. We chossyt tho tiorth- 
ern part of Iadtina, thin greater part 
of this roud lay though low, marshy 
land, very flat, nothing ta be wea 
worth mwentioning, ua il we came near 
Chicago. Then for miles before we 
reached tha city ws passed through 





marshy ground, interlaced w,th rail- |) 


roads, running in every dirpction. 
Shortly ay> cane in viehy oF the, great 
dynamite works, the largest of the 
kind in ths world. Thea mora rail- 
roads, mare miils, then manufactur 
ing establixhinents of every  kind> 
We wreached the eastern suberb of Chi- 
cago, low, flats, here and there Ittle 
frame houses, sitting in pools of green 
water, with lots of youngsters play- 
ing around ths ddors. I wonder they 
live at all. Thein the ‘thous became 
th cker and of a better quality, the 
sireets better, ths railroads thicker, 
the nowe greater, and in a Dy mino- 
wes wa ware in the city. * 

We had to trnosfer by bup to the 
Unioa Lepot, whore we arrived about 
eloven oclock, only to find our train 
had gone, and wa bad to avait till six 
in the evening befare we could ro out. 

At first Lavag glad. to think ave 
would have s much tme to spend pn 
Chicago, but as ths diy word ca 
grew, tired of deafening noise, sad 
clattar of the street, (he like ¢f which 
I never heard before. Everyone seem- 
ed to be going with t& rush, , they 
didn’t take time to walk, Some would 
look at uN so stmngely ax wo walked 
aloag slowly, and same more turous 
than others would ask “ What are 
you looking fort’ “What do you 
want?"

I have seen SO many troubles 
that they have ‘completely worn 
tue out, and that js the reason that 
T win now dying, when I ought to be 
in my physical and mental prime. 
tt’ thy saddest part of it is that 
- my troubles have been im- 
aginary troubles. They have been 
Unnecessary troubles. They have not 
been troubles of'the imminent to-day, 
but the visionary to-morrow. They 
have been troubles which would nev- 
er have bothered me unless I had 
gone forth and hunted’ them out of 
their lairs and troubled them. ‘The 
things that have given me most con- 
cern have been the things that never 
happened. So I charge you, my dear 
childPen, if you would serve God with 
your best physical, mental and spire 
itual powers, always obey the words 
which Christ spake in his famous 
Sermon: “ake, therefore, no thought 
for the morrow, for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things of itself. 
Suticient unto the,day is the evil 
thereof.’ " 

My glorious text teaches almost ex- 
netly the same lesson that Mr. Beech- 
er once presented when he said: **Al 
time is divided into three parts—the 
past, the present and the future. The 
Past belongs to gratitude and regret, 
the present to contentment and work, 
the fature should belong to only hope 
and trust."" It teaches that a dread 
of future evil is dishonoring to God, 
because it implies ‘a doubt whether 
the good God will be true to the 
trust we have place in him and 
whether he will really keep the pro- 
asises he has made to his people. It 
teaches that after a Christian has 
done his best, bis level and_conscion- 
tious best, he ~sliould then joyfully 
and confidently leave the future in 
Got's hands, and in’ God's hands 
alone. It teaches that no matter 
how hopeless, humanly speaking, 
may be the outlook, if we know and 
trust God we should let our gospel 
falth chase away all the doubts and 
worries and fears that fret and tease 
and tantalize us in reference to the 
fature, even as the rising sun scat- 
ters the darkness and the impene 
trable gloom of the night.

About seven o'clock, the marning of 
the 28th, we reached the julet tity 
af Det Moines It seemed so aifferent 
from noisy Chiorgo.

All the mete of that evening wafra- 
vellod by Ubu side of tha Platte Tiver, 
Nebraska. It is Inuddy, like the rest; 
Aiare ths land did nd: appate as good, 
ths farms wera not as qvell cared for 
and were further apart. We found the 
western trains very comfortable, and 
negro porters very plentiful and very 
pompcus Some little trouble had 
arissn about, our tickets, and one 
little curly-headed fellow, bad over- 
heard us talkang about it, and. step- 
ping up to me and mtretching himself 
to bis Tull height, tousing back. his 
black, curly head, and showing — his 
white, even teeth, he said; Why 
didn’t: you teil me where you wanted 
to got I[¢ you had I could have ar- 
ranged it for yuu. Now, it’ 100 
late." Leaving us to regret ws hadn't 
spoken to him, in plaga off the con- 
ductor. 

About midnight w» reached Jules- 
burg, where we changed cars for Den- 
ver, Colorado. When the morning 6f 
ths 30th dawned wa were travelling 
through the wnat bit of kountry we 
had yet struck. Tors we saw. the 
first irrigating, the land tooked so 
barren and desolate, ws would go for 
miles and miles without seeing a single 
human habitation, nothiay but level 
pliins, now and thea a ridge of sand, 
wlih prairie dogs sitting all over them, 
looking at us, and som: that were 
sitting tgo clos: to us would get 
frightened and dodge inta their holes. 

We would cecasionally pass a settle- 
ment. whers ihere would be a few 
sod houses, a little enclosure, where 
a few cows would be feeding, some 
Government dttchis, that were trying 
to take the place uf main, a faw Green 
Uelds ‘the result, then on @gain, 
‘Vhrough: more sand and prairie dogs. 
They call this “beautiful grazing coun- 
try." Oh} About six o'clock we came 
in sight of the fist mountains, the

ilrst they lovked liks thunder beads 
in the tow; wast, but they grew{ nore 
and imore behutlful as wa neared 
Denver, which placs we reached about 
nine o'clock. Here we changed again, 
ear train was waiting, so did not 
stop at Denver. We saw. nothing nt 
all of the city. IVs topo came into 
th? mountauis after leaving Denver, 
it was very pretty rcanery, the low, 
rugged hills getting higher and bigh- 
ex the luriher back they peent. and 
then behind and above all was Pike's 

eak, with its great, snowy summit 
rising high above all the :rests Tc 
could be sen Lor indies and sniles along 
ths road. Not long aftor twa passed 
Coldrado Springs we came to i very 
bad washout, where they bad acloud 
burst two or throy days before . I 
never thought to sce .anything so 
dreadful, A large frame depot, that 
had stood on ors side of the track, 
had beon lifted up and oxrried bodily 
over tho track, and set dowa on ‘the 
other side, apparently little injured. 
You could see whare houses had fen, 
nothing left but the foundation, with 
sonctimes a stove lying in the tel- 
lar. not a, sign of the house inywhere 
to be soon.

BUREAU OF MINES REPORT 


INTERESTING RESUME OF WHAT 
HAS KEEN DONE IN .THE 
PROVINCE DURING THE 
PAS YEAR. 

There 15 no department of trade or 
industry in this provinc> which has 
made greater progress dyting the 
last few years than that of mining 
and its dependent manufacturing ac- 
tivities. ‘The great advances made 
latterly in thaf respect can best be 
realized from the statistics and facly 
published in the report of Mr. Thos. 
W. Gibson, Directgc of tho Bureau 
of Mines, fur the year 1901, which bas 
just beon received. [It is a compre- 
hensive cocument dealing with every 
phas> of the subject and shuwing the 
exact status of qach branch of the 

industry. 

A noticeable feature is the relative 
increase of metallic as compared with 


other materials produced. The latter 
formerly furnished the great bulk of 
the mineral output, but this ix no 








of minerals of afl kinds in 190) gras 
valued at $11,831,086, of which $5,016, 
734 or 42 per cent. were metallic. [ao 
1900 the total prpduction way $9.298,- 
G24, of which $2,565,286 or 28 per cent. 
were metallic. OF the total metalli- 
ferous yield copper-nickel and pig 
iron together form 81 yer cent., the 
product of gold and silver being but 
small in comparison. 

Ths lead is _inken by the nickel- 
copper industry. The yield of nickel 
oce for the year ambunted to 8,882,000 ! 
pounds, or 4,441 tons, valucd ‘in the 
matte at $1,859,970. This is an increase 
in quantity of 25 per wants ani in 
valu: of 145 por cent: ad ae 
with 1900. The copper content of the 
matte were 4,197 tons, valued at ¢3589,- 
080, as compancd with 3,364 tons, 
worth $319,681 in 1900. An instruct- 
ive table is given, showing tho rapid 
progress made by the industry during 
the 5 years embraced between 1897 
and 1901. In the former ‘year 93,155 
tons of ore were’ raised and 96,093 
tons smelled, yielding nickel to the 
value of $359.651. and copper worth 
$200,067. Last year the number of 
fons yaiscd was 323,915, number 
amellet 270,380, while the nickel pro- 
duct was valued at $1,859,970 and the 


of increase is being fully maintained 
this year, as indicated by the returns 
for the first quarter, which show a 
gain oter the corresponding period of 
190f of $354,498 in nicke] and $121,- 
545 in copper. This is largely dus to 
an improvement in the ane 
process. 

The iron industry eee the sec- 
ond plies in importance and its pro- 

gress has been very marked. ‘This is 
amare owing to the extersive de- 
velopment af the Helen mine, from 
which inost of the ors now raised is 
taken. Last year the total amount of 
ore produced was 273,532 tons. worth 
$174,428, which is over three times 
the quantity mined in 1900, the figures 
for that year beang 90303 tons, valued | 
at $111,805. The output of pig iron 
hax been largely augmented both an 
value and quantity. In 1900 (2.386 
fons were gut out. valued at $936,066, 
while last year the output fivas 116.- 
370 tons of the value of $1,701,703. It 
is satisfactory to note that 57 per 
esnt. of the dre used came from On- 
tario mincs, as against 23 har cent. 
in 1900. The mpid growih of the 
steel-making industry id indicated by 
the production of 14.471 tons of this 
metal, valued at $347230, on -against 
2.819 tons, worth $46,380 in 1900. 
Tron and steel manufacture last year 
employed 580 men, the wages pat 
ing $274,554. 

There fis a continuous décrease in 
the gold product. Only 9 mines were 
producing gold as agninst 18 the 
preyious year. Their output was l4- 
j 295 ounces, worth @244,443, as com- 
} pared with 18,767 ounces, valued at 
| $297,861. in 1900. An encouraging fea- 

ture of the situation, however, is

There {s a popular opinion that the 
civil service, either iuside or out, is 
the ultimate home of the political 
newspaper nied. To a certain ex- 
tent this iden is founded on fact, for 
there are many men to-day filling po- 
liticnl appointments in the outside 
servico as a reward for having for 
many years/been consistent suUpport- 
ers of the party to which they be 
longed, and who were either editors 
or owners of purty papers. 

In tho inside service there ure not 
s0 many, yet there are a goodly 
number. of old newspaper men in the 
ranks of the service. Of these a 
large proportion have not passed the 
necessary qualifying exaininations, a 
number having been appointed as 
possessors of university degrees, 
which are accepted, instead of ths 
examination, and some for ‘‘special 
qualification.”” A hewspaper inan 
who has for some years followed his

FRUIT CANNING, 


.Easy Home Methods—Going by Meape 
ure Rather Than Weight, 

Many housekeepers prefer to so by 
measure rather than ‘by welght when 
canning fruit for wintor. In some In- 
stances Indced this Is h matter of com- 
pulsion rather than preference, ns not 
every kitchen can boast of a palr of 
scales among Its furnishings.” Most of 
the recipes given for preparing frult 
require one or more of the Ingredients 
to be welghed, but the directions re- 
produced here frony Table Talk are re- 
‘stricted to measures .as much as possl- 
ble. 

Blackberries and blueberries require 
one teatupful each of water and sugar 
to every quart of fruit by actual meas- 
urement.” Make a ‘thin sirup of the 
water and one-half the sugar. When. 
it bolls, skim and add the frult. Let 
{t simmer gently for five nénutes, add 
the rest of the sugar, let [t come to a 
doll again, can and seal at once. Press 
the berries gently under the sirup 
while cooking, but do not break. or 
mash them, Add the julce of a lemon 
to every three quarts of blueberries. 
Can elderberries exactly as directed 
for blueberries, only omitting balf the 
amount of water, 

Damsons, grecn gages and yellow 
fases require a cupful ond a halt of 
sugar to cach quart of fruit. Pune- 
ture each plum two or three times with 
a darning needle, place in layers with 
the sugar aud let stand over night. 
In the morning bring slowly to the 
boiling point and Ict simmer until the 
fruit 1s tender, but not broken; skim 
and seal s x 

Peaches should be thinly pared or 
skinned {in boiling water, © halved, 
stoned and thrown Into cold water. 
For every four quarts of peaches make’ 
asirup with two cupfuls of sugar and 
four cupfuls of water, When it boils, 
drain the peaches from the cold wate; 
put them In the sirup, bring It quick 
to the boiling point. then remove to the 
back of the range and let simmer very 
gently until tender, but not soft. Seal 
at once. 

In canning pears use the same pro- 
Portions of frult, sugar and water as 
directed for peaches. Pare and halve 
the pears and cook them fn bolling wa- 
ter until tender, then drain and add 
them to the boiling sirup. Let sim- 
mer for five minutes and seal,

How You Say Easily Tell Them 
Apart by Their Markings, 

In the muskellunge the upper half of 
cheek and gill cover is scaled, the 
lower half being naked. The pike has 
a gill cover scaled like the ‘lunge’s, 
but the entivo cheek is scaled.” The 
eastern and grass pickerel haye cheek 
and gill covers scaled allover. Hence, 
‘if only the upper half of the fish's 
cheek is scaled, It is a ‘lunge; if the 
entire cheek and half the gill corer 
show scales, the specimen is a great 
northern pike. 

Young muskellunge are distinctly 
spotted with blackish on a greenish or 
Braylsh ground. ‘The mature fish shows 
less distinct markings, although they 
usually are discernible in the region of 
the tall. I have, however, seen biz, old 
fish upon which the eye could detect 
no spot, the general color being gray- 
ish green, with a few dim reficctlons, 
Again 'I have seen fine fish of a nonde- 
script tint, as like that of an old, dry 
rubber boot as anything I can think of, 

The young and old of the great 
northern pike have the aldes marked 
with oral whitish or yellowish spots 
several shades lighter. than’ the ground 
color; hence a fish with spots darker 
than the ground color is a ‘lunge; with 
Ughter spots, a northern pike.

A KING AND QUEEN 


How the Great Coronation Pro- 
cession Impressed a For- 
mer Belleville Boy. 








Lieut. Gordon B. Johnson Writes 
of the Doings on the 
- 9th of August.

Th following letter, written by 
Lent. Gordon B Johneon, sow of ox- 
yor Johnson, shows how, the great 
Coronation procession ami the attend- 
ant ceremonies impressed a Belleville 
boy, acho acems to have inherited the 
gift of language and description which 
belongs to his father and uncle: 

: . Colchester, Ang. 12, 1902. 

My dear father,—I think in yy last 
letter I told you I did nbt expent! to 
seo the Coronation. I changed my 
mind, however, and, having got leave, 
went up to Ixidon om Friday, the 
8th. Uncle J. wag stopping at Craven 
St.. Charing Crags, that night, to 
avord having to come all ‘the nvay Lrom 
ilighgate early in the “morning. I 
atayed in Torrington Square (Bil 
knows the place). 

That afternoon { went in a brake 


around the route of the procession. 
The traffic and crowds’ of people, 
which at any time in Loadon are jm- 
mmense, were to-day sumpiy appalfnz, 
Three.or four nown of cabs, carriages 
and busses, etc., going each tway, pack- 
ed together, and halting frequently, 
made the whale of the sireet, as far 
as gne could sec, a solid unaas of we- 
hicles. The pavements of course Were 
overflowing. The decorations along 
the line of acute were very good, 
althoosh perhaps not as striking 
a4 six weeks agua St- James street, 
which always rised to the occasion, 
was, 2% a atreet, the best. Bot the 
mast maynificent decaration of all, 
and the most talked of ond admired 
feature of Coronation London, was the 
floe Canadian aroh ip pr aiveball: tt 
WAS 2B cyo-opencr, an t lessca 
te the huadreds of thousands who saw 
dt, not. as a aeckiration so mach ag 
proof of Canach’s ability to supply 
little Britain with all the yrain need- 
ed by har, as wall ‘qs anany other 
things wi'ch the average Englishman 
never belteved passible. Besides being 
a magniGeent triumphal arch, it was 
an unobstrusive advertisement of Can- 
ada‘’s boundless wealth and resources, 
and a gentle hint to Englishmen and 
the warld generally, that Canada 1s 
no: the frozen-up region which the 
majority of people hers have lhought 
her. ‘Around the aroh the traffic and 
crowds were thickest, and hundreds 
of street hawkers were making their 
fortunes selling trophies of the Can- 
adian arch. “’Ere y! are, air, picture 
of the Canydian h’arch, one 'peany.” 
“Pocket handkershiefs with a2 ae 
ture of the “h’arch, one /penny.” “Of- 
ficial programme, two pence,” ete. 
Call Mall looked well, capeciaily the 
fine cluv buildings. Even the dingy 
old War Office was hidden beneath 
2eme rus thass, en: of the most ccn- 
spicuous being a “Stars and Stripes." 
‘They are very generous bere with the 
American flag, quite rightly, too, and 
it figured in nearly-all the decora- 
tions. t 
* The next day I was up and had had 
before 630. The day ‘was 
fine and sunny, but clouded after a 
time. The guns from the Tawer and 
Hyde Park awoke me at S& a.m 
was down in Whitehall by 7. Lchore 
this position for several reasons. 
could here see the proression both go- 
ing to and returning from the Abbey, 
this being the only street twice tra- 
versed. I wanted to be near the Ab- 
bey, which is only a short distance 
away, and the adian arch beng 
an attraction for me settled the mat- 
ter. \Whon I got to Whitehall the 
pavements were already nearly full, 
the streets having been cleared ‘by 
the police at 5, and no vehiculay traf 
fic being allowed except what was 
neomisary to take pemple to the Ab- 
bey. No person was allowed tnside the 
lines of police, lining the edges of 
the pavements, without a permit. As 
Teaid, the pavements were nearly full 
already, some people having stayed up 
all night sitting on the curb to gut 
a front place.

“Naw, the troops to line 
the streets began to arrive, the aval 
Brigade on their way fram Victoria 
station, headed by their band, passed, 
about 1,000 of them, and got a great 
seception Irom the crowd. They look- 
ed well, indeed. in their Btraw.hals 
and yellow. loggtngs, the officers wear- 
ing cocked hats and tail coats. The 
troops in front of me wero Indians 
and Colonials (sco Graphic). Just 
about this time I saw unclo walking 
cown in the middle @& tha street in 
bis frock coat and silk bht, on his 
gray to the Abbay, a new ticket.-cl 
cours: having been sent him. There 
was no mistaking, as there was 10 
one else inside the lino of troops 
just then. Carriages now commenced 
to cdime down the street tawards the 
Abbey. Georgecus coaches, drawn by 
weveral horses, with powdered coach- 
mea and footmen, would come aloaz, 
and inside you could see a peer und 
peeress in their robea and wearinz 
thiir coronets. The crowd would tauzh, 
“There we go. What ho! There’s "air."

And Back Again 


(Weritten for The Intelligencer by Mfrs. 
James Boldrick, of Corbyville.) 
* (Continned) 

Tha morning of the first of June 
Was dark anc giloumy, heavy clouds 
bung over tho mountains and n smart 
shower af rain and hail yell about 
mix o'clock, but at eight tha clouds 
had all cleared away, aadvake sun 
was shining ita’ brightest on the 
Snow-capped mountains, ani making 
the green hillsides look reener atill 
after ita recent bath. Ws at first 
thought of apendinz the day in the 
city, but the bdieds thers furnish no- 
thing but rodms and we thought it 
Do more harm ‘ta trave). on Sunday 
Uhan to sd out, amt buy our, meals, 
S50 mine o'clock ws boarded our train 
and bid farewall te Salt Laka City. 
Ths ride up the valier was Very pret- 
ty. the farms wera ‘all unser good 
cultivation. We pasied a great num- 
bar of coke ovens and crossed a great 
many railroads, goinz in all direeticns. 
We reached Ogden after a ride of an 
hour and a half. Ogden 13 a great 
railway centre and qnite a large 
city, but we did not stoz Jong, we 
were 600n uncerway again,, pass ng 
through more mountains, “but ve 
could not see much ofthe koenery. It 
began to rain hevily, and did not 
clear away till near evening. We ar- 
rived at Pocatella about two o'clock 
and had to remium here Lor three 
hours. Pocatela 1s a small town, and 
tot far distant is an Indian Teserve, 
and ws s.w a great number all dress- 
ed in their feathers and dlankets, in 
fact it was all wis had to see. All 
the buildings that were in sight were 
about 2 dozen saloons, and they ull 
scemed to be buy, Sunday and all, 
os it was. 

We left Pocatella by the “Oregon 
short line.” and travelled the rest of 
ths cay ia Idaho nothing ‘much to be 
Son but ridges af sand and sige 
brush. 

Th: morning of the second of Jun3s 
found us climbing ths Blue ‘Moun- 
tains. Th> climb wns about the same 
os the other ranges, but how differ- 
ent the scenery. in the ‘place of rocks 
Was great forests, miles and miles of 
the mast beutiful timber land, ev- 
ery little village wo pasted hiad one 
or more saw, muls..it seemect to’ be 
their only “vccupation, that, and. ga- 
loonkeeping, it was dreadful ta see 
th-ir namber. We reached the divide 
quite early in the day, and the jour- 
wy cown the western slope was cos 
never to be forgotten. We would dash 
by lumbermen’s cabins, Indian wig- 
wams and ones In a fWwhilg q pancher’s' 
hom:, then wo would se great log 
Slides, some uf them would come ncar- 
ly from the monntain top, and go to 
the foot, where railroads would be 
built to take them out. Ones, while 
Stopping at # smalt Village, we saw 
a number of Indian pon‘es, and squaws 
with their blankets and P2apooses at- 
tending them. I thought it Would 
make a splendid picture, so took a 
snap, but when the picture was de- 
¥eloped the ponies were there. all 
right, bat not ono aquaw, they had 
#o0n me, and evury one had Sumped 
chind their pony, They dishke so 
much ito have their photo taken. We 
reached Pendleton. Oregon, about 
boon, and then wa bod a long, disa- 
greeable ride through dry. sandy Kes 
ext for miles anit milas, till we :reach- 
ed the Columbia river, event here for 
a short distance it was worse, asthe 
eand drifts up from the Tiver and 
blows over the track, so that! . they 
have to build high fenogs to keep it 
off, a‘pure white sand. as while as 
snow. ee 5 x 

The Columbia river passes throu 
the Cascade range. and the rai}roud 





‘| follows the river in and ‘ont; around 


and through the great hign clifis on 
the southern side of tho .river. . Of- 
ten we could ays the and of the train 
and the middle, but the engine would 
be away around the sharp gurve. Ajl 
day we had travelled through hot. 
barren country, hardly anything 
green, byt here haw different. The 
great high rocks, that tawered hun- 
dreds of feet above us, were all cov- 
cred with the lovelicat ferns and 
maossea, with bere and t a Sean- 
ful waterfall. One I must » ° 
T could not get asvary good view’ pf 
it from ths car, but later when I 
took a xail up the river, F-could see 
all of it. It is called “The fridar 
Veil" and was eight hundred and fif- 
ty feet high. Another one, Horsctail 
Falls. was four hundred feet high. 
There were many other smaller ones,

About four o'clock the afternoon of 
the third of Jyne wo Jefo ‘Portland 
far Forest Grova, a distance of twen- 
ty-stx miles, our deatination. 

Forest Grove is a pretty little vil- 
lage situated in a lovely valley just 
vasi of the coast range.
